Q* a former occafion we ftated the 
utter inadequacy of any refearch to 
deteét every publication which, in a Re- 
trofpect of Literature, might fairly be 
conlidered worthy of notice; we arg 
aware that in our laft, fome few of lite- 
rary eminence eluded us; the only a- 
mends we can offer, is totake the prefent 
opportunity of arranging them under 
their proper heads. 
HisTory. 

Mr. WRaAXALL, an hiftorian by no 
means unknown in the republic of let- 
ters, has publithed in two octavo volumes, 
“ Memoirs of the Courts of Berlin, Dref- 
den, Warfaw, and Vienna, in the years 
1777, 1778, and 1779.” It is natural to 
afk the reafon why Mr. Wraxall has de- 
ferred the publication of thefe memoirs 
until many of them have loft their in- 
tereft? He was influenced it feems by 
motives of delicacy: his “ reluétance to 
difclofe anecdotes and faéts relative to fo 
many diftinguifhed living characters in- 
duced him to poftpone the publication 
for twenty years.?? But our author has 
excited the curjofity of his readers, and 
offers a very infufficient reafon, a very 
madmiffible apology for difappointing 
them: * However remote the time may ap- 
pear, I have itill chofen,’ fays he, ‘to be 
Wholly filent on many points, equally cu- 
rious and interefting ; for the perfons to 
whom they relace are cither dead or for- 
gotten.” We fee, therefore, that in the 
firft inftance Mr. Wraxall delayed the 
Publication of his memoirs during twenty 
years, becaufe many of the characters to 
whom they referred were yet living, and 
now he entirely fuppreffes the publication 
of others, becaufe the charaéters to which 
thete latter refer are dead or forgotten. 
Or forgotten! We have the afferrion of 
Mr, Wraxall, that the memoirs are cp- 
firey oe ee ; high perfonages, 

y> whofe characters are con- 
nected hiftoric anecdotes of curiofity and 
terest, ought not to be forgotten ; and 
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Mr. Wraxaii would have laid us under 
obligations to him, had he revived the 
memory of their former exploits, and 
their former fortunes. But it is unhand. 
fome to quarrel with an author for what 
he has not donc, and omit thanking him 
for what he has: the prefent volumes 
unguettionably contain variety of infor- 
mation and varicty of amufement: the 
characters introduced are, many of them, 
drawn with much fpirit and correétne(s ; 
and of the memoirs, if many are known, 
others are yet new to us, and ail are re- 
lated in a lively and interefting manner. 
Mr. R. HERON has completed in fix 
oftavo volumes, his * Hiftory of Scotland, 
from the earlieft times, to the era of the 
abolition of the hereditary jurifdiction of 
fubjeéts, in the year 1748.” «Mr. Heron 
treats the hiftories of Hume and Robert- 
fon with fo much ignorant fuperciliouf- 
nefs, that he will probably receive with 
confiderable fatisfaétion and mage 
the prophecy, that his own volumes will 
never be ftationed on the fame fhelf with 
theirs. It is a very miftaken policy in 
any man, even if his own genius were 
above the level of mediocrity, to depre- 
ciate the works of fuch wrirers with a 
view to enhance the merit of his own: 
he invites a2 comparifon. which muft al- 
ways be hazardous to himfelf ; and, in the 
prefent inftance, it has proved to have 
been peculiarly unfortunate. The graces 
of compofition, perhaps, Mr. Heron 
thought beneath his attention ; for the 
fiyle of his confufed and tedious compiia- 
tion is: remarkable for its dulinets and 
prolixity, and the reader is throughout 
difgufted by a degree of over-weening 
conzejt and vanity, which have very 
feldom been equalled. But the writer, 
it feems, prides himfelf on the originality 
of his remarks: he has not, we are 
told, like Mr. Hume and Dr. Robertfon $ 
drawn merely facts, but reflections 
and general ews from the ancient 
writers whom he quotes. Mr. Heran’s 
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original reficétions, however, and his 
ceneral views, evince, we are afraid, fo 
little acutenefs and fo little philofophy, 
that the merit of them is too equivocal to 
give the author the {malleft claim to hi- 
fioric honours. 

Weare indebted to IRA ALLEN, Efq. 
Major-General in the Militia of the 
State of Vermont, for ‘* The Natural 
and Political Hiftory”’ of that Sate. The 
obdjeét of the prefent publication is pro- 
feffedly to difclofe the origin of thofe dif- 
putes, which for many years exifted be- 
tween the Vermontele and the govern- 
ment of New-York, and to ftate the rea- 
fons ** which induced the former to re- 

udiate both the jurifdiétion and claims of 
the latter, before and during the Ame- 
rican Revolution.” The amicable and 
final adjuftments of thefe difputes took 
place in the year 1790, fhortly after 
which time, the ftate of Vermont was 
acknowledged and admitted into the 
Federal Union; fince which acknow- 
ledgement and admiffion, it feems to 
have continued in a ftate of progreffive 
opens: In the year 1792, the popu- 
ation amounted to 85,589 fouls, and the 
militia was computed at 18,500; in the 
year 1798, the militia alone amounted to 
nearly 30,000! The fufpenfion of po- 
I\tical manceuvre and intrigue gave op- 
portunity for attention to more important 
fubjects : feveral fchools for inftru@tion 
were founded, and an univerfity was 
eftabitfhed on the Eaft-bank of Lake 
Champlain, endowed with 50,0c0 acres 
of land, and fupported by voluntary con- 
tribution to the amount of 10,0001. An 
Englithman fcarcely knows how to credit 
that the whole expence of government 
in the State of Vermont, from Oétober 
1, 1791, to Oétober 1, 1792, amounted 
only to 3,219l. gs. gd. currency, (about 
241sl. fterling), and that the expences 
have nor venerally differed fince: Mr. 
Allen affures us, that fuch was aétually 
the cafe, ‘and “that when the fum in 
1791 was divided between the inhabitants 
of the State according to the cenfus, it 
was found that each perfon paid only 
fxpence three-farthings to government 
for the protection of his perfox, liberty, 
and property! Well may he conclude 
his volume with a prayer, that all man- 
kind were as happy this minute as the 
Vermontefe. 

Mr. Tooxe’s “ View of the Ruffian 
Empire, during the Reign of Catharine 
the Second, and to the clofe of the pre- 
fent Century,” could not have appeared 
at a more fcafonable time: in the politi- 
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cal convulfions of Europe, the Ruthans 
have taken a very ative concern. and 
their alliance with us naturally creates : 
intereft in their general charaéter * 
cuftoms. Mr. Tooke (who publithed 
anonymoufly, the Life of the late Em, 
prefs) refided many years in the empire 
and was very amply fupplied with nly 
terials for the prefent work, which con. 
tains a vaft fund of information relative 
to the natural as well as the political hi. 
fiory of Ruffia. 

It will be learned with pleafure, that 
anew edition has appeared, revifed and 
corrected, of that moft valuable work, 
Dr. FERGuSON’s “ Hiftory of the Pro. 
greffion and Termination of the Roman 
Republic.” 

Major OuSELEY has publifhed a duo. 
decimo ‘* Epitome of the Ancient Hi- 
ftory of Perfia, extraéted and tranflated 
from the Jeha Ara, a Perfian Manu- 
{cript :’”’ The tranflator of thts little work 
prefents it to the public, rather as the 
herald of another, than as claiming atten- 
tion from its intrinfic merit: we have, 
indeed, learned from thofe far better 
{killed in oriental lore than we are, that 
the intrinfic merit of this chronicle is 
highly queftionable: its originality is fu- 
fpeéted: the chronological confufion 
which is obfervable in it, has given rife 
to an apprehenfion, that it is a compila- 
tion by fome modern writer, infufficiently 
acquainted with the antiquities of his 
own and of neighbouring nations. The 
Chronicle extends from Cainmuras, faid 
to be the firft Perfian monarch, to the 
death of Mohammed, a feries compre- 
hending 72 reigns and 3031 years. The 
work which Major Oufeley has it in con- 
templation to publifh, relative to the 
hiftory and antiquities of Perfia, and for 
which he has already colleéted the ma- 
terials, will form two large quarto vO- 
lumes, each containing at leaft 400 pages 
befides maps and views, plates of in- 
fcriprion, medals and gems, engraved al- 
phabets of ancient charaéters, and fpeci- 
mens of writing, fac-fimiles from minla- 
tures in MSS. : 

We have feldom completed our femi- 
annual article without enjoying the op- 
portunity of noticing fome publication of 
that laborious orientalift Mr. Maurice. 
In our laft we announced the firft and 
fecond parts of the fecond volume of his 
** Hiftory of Hindeftan ;”? this work ° 
now brought to a conclufion, and evinces 
to the laft the fame ardent fpirit of re 
fearch which diftinguithed it at firf. In 


ipl ; he Life of 
this third and final part, t " Creefhna 
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Creefhna is continued : his exploits, after 
the deftruétion of Canfa till the death of 
Jarafandha, are recorded, together with 
his farther exploits, till his beatification, 
and the utter extinétion of the tribe of 
Yadavas. Mr. Maurice has concluded his 
ancient hiftory of India, with a very in- 
tereftiag account of its invafion by Alex- 
ander: this invafion has lately excited 
the attention, and employed the talents, of 
fome of our beft {cholars, and, as would 
be expected, the author of the prefent 
work has taken advantage of their vari- 
ous inveftigations to throw light upon his 
fubject. 

The public has fo liberally patronized 
tranflations from the German Dramas 
and the German Novels, that we, who 
occafionally delight in more fober and in- 
ftructive reading, have felt fomewhat 
alarmed at the influx. It is with great 
pleafure that we have at laft found one 
gentleman, whois folicitous to render our 
countrymen acquainted with other bran- 
ches of German literature: Captain 
BLAQUIERE, of the Royal [rifh Ar- 
tillery, has moft judicioufly tempted us 
to the perufal of a work of le/s excitation 
than moft of thofe are to which we have 
hitherto been introduced, by feleéting for 
tranflation a produétion from the very 
popular pen of FREDERIC SCHILIER, 
“The Hiftory of the Thirty Years’ War 
it Germany.’’. This admirable drama- 
tift has evinced the verfatilicy of his talents 
in arich difplay of the powers and ac- 
quirements which are requifite to form 
the hiftorian: his matter is patiently 
drawn from various and authentic docu- 
ments ; his arrangement is clear and cor- 
rect ; his ftyle vigorous and emphatic : 
his defcriptions glow with poetic ardor ; 
and his moral refleétions are deep 
and philofophical, and fhow that the 
author of them has fuccefsfully explored 
that moft intricate-of labyrinths, the hu- 
man heart, The tranflator, who ftyles 
himfelf a young and inexperienced writer, 
has executed his tafk with confiderable 
fpirit ; and we hope, that the public en- 
Couragement to this, his early effort, will 
Prompt him to the profecution of more 
arduous labours. 

We know not where we can with 
More propriety arrange, than under the 
Sead of *Hiftory,’ “The New Annual 

iter for the Year 1798.” This 
Work has, in its progrefs, been fo long 
Sefore the public, that we are not called 
“pon now to ftate its general charatter 
_ Principles’; we may, however, be 
‘sowed to fay, that its charaéter and 
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principles continue as they began : this 
will Juttly be confidered by our readers as 
anencomium. A contiderable portion of 
the hiftorical department is devoted to 
Irith affairs ; the pre-difpofing caufes of 
the rebellion are inveftigated with can- 
dour and acutenefs; and what is more 
Important, the author has thrown out 
fome judicious hints on the beft modes of 
appeafing it. Refpeéting an union of the 
two kingdoms, our author, while he a- 
vows a partiality to that meafure, as the 
probable fource of remote advantages, 
acknowledges himfelf unable to difcover 
in what way it can prevent the revival of 
thofe defolating fcenes which, in the 
courfe of his narrative, he has had oc- 
cafion toreview. It cannot, fays he, re- 
move the prejudices of the Catholics; it 
cannot enlighten the people, or relieve 
them from their burdens; on the con- 
trary, it may for the moment increéafe 
one of the principal grievances of which 
the Irifh, at prefent, complain, namely, 
the expenditure of Irifh property at a 
diftance from the country where that 
property is acquired. He wifely pro- 
pofes, as meafures far more conciliatory in 
their operation, the transfer of capital to 
the Irith coaft; that we fhould excite in 
the people the {pirit of commerce and 
manufactures; that fome commercial con- 
ceffions fhould be granted by Great Bri- 
tain; that fchools fhould be eftablithed 
for the promotion at once of knowledge 
and of induftry ; that the gentry of Ire- 
Jand fhould be “ perfuaded to embody 
themfelves in a patriotic union, for the 
roteétion and the aid of the poor ;” that 
they fhould follow the example of a {fo- 
ciety in this kingdom, whole generous 
efforts in the caufe of humanity, to ufe 
his expreffion, are above our praife ; and 
laftly, that they fhould reduce to pra‘lice 
fome of the judicious fpeculations which- 
that fociety has promulgated. 

~The laft work which we have to men- 
tion in thisdivifion of our Retrofpeét are, 
« Hiftorical and Philofophical Memoirs 
‘tranflated from the French) of Pius VI. 
and of his Pontificate, down to che Period 
of his Retirement into Tutcany. This 
very interefting pubication 1s the pro- 
duétion of no vuigar pen: the author 
difplays great powers of reafoning and 
reflection ; his remarks are acute _ fae 
gaclousy his ftyle is eloquent and me on 
tive; foeloquentand feductive, oe om 
caution ig requifite in reading thele ie 
moirs, that we tend not tuo ealy an 
credulous an ear to the artful and injurie 
ous infinuarions of an niftorian, the evi- 
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dent and avle advocate of democratic phi- 
lofophy. In tracing the caufeg which led 
to the fubverfion of the papal throne, the 
author prefznts us with a very fpirited 
defcription of the Roman government, 
and the manners and morals of the Ro- 
man people: he confiders the overrhrow 
to have been precipitated by the timid 
indecilive meafures of the court. But 
whatever conjeétures may be hazarded as 
to the immediate tatifes of this memora- 
ble event, we afc of opinion with the 
hiftoric writer of thie New Annual Re- 
gifter, whofe words on this occafion we 
fhall take the Lberty of quoting, that 
“the primary caufe 3s undoubtedly the 
progrefs of knowledge; the fleady foe 
both of religious and civil defpotifm ; 
and which, unlike that revolutionary fana- 
ticifm, which borrows its name, and deals 
alike its fury on truth and ecfror, makes 
even its enemies the inftruments of good.”’ 
This latter author places in tire lift of fe- 
condary cau‘es the abolition of the Je- 
fuits ; which order, he ttyles, in a tone of 
animation, the nobility of the papal mon- 
archy, the pretorian guard of us fpiri- 
tual defpotifm. The charaéter of the 
holy pontiff, Pius VI. is drawn by our 
memorial: with a {pirited but hafty hand. 
Many of his qualities are allowed to have 
been brilliant; his capacity is acknowledg- 
ed to have been confiderabie ; his man- 
ners at once noble and prepofleiling, and 
his tafte for the arts to have been tolerably 
Correét, His ruling paffion was an excel- 
five love of fame, which, in the charac- 
ter of the unfortunate pope, is faid to have 
degenerated into puerile vanity : it feems 
not a little unfair, however, to attribute 
the various {plendid aéts of public utility 
which were induftrioufy purfued in the 
pontincate of Pius to.fo very mean a mo- 


tive as the gratification of his varity : the 
confiant protector and munificent patron 
of the fine arts is not to be rafhly cenfur- 
ed; and he who feeks to immortalife his 
name by deeds of ifo lefs arduoufnefs and 
utility than the draining of the Pontine 
marthes *s amply entitled to the gratitude 
of potterity. \

| FINANCE. 

Mr. Prrv’s Income Biil has provoked 
contiderable invefligation, and direéted the 
public attention to the ftate of the reve- 
nuc, and thé ability of the people to re- 
plenifh an cxhaufted treafury. In our 
lat Retrofpe&t we noticed feveral pam- 
pilets on the fubjeét of this calamirous 
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affeffment, and we perceive that 
others yet remain to be mentioned, 

The Rev. Mr. BEEKE has Pyblithed the 
firft part of his “ Obfervations on the Pros 
duce of the Income Tax, and on its

ber, ‘even by his bittereft enemies, been 
accufed of depreciating the refources of 
the nation. The author of the prefent 
publication, however, who certainly is 
warm friend of the minifter, contends, 
that his eftimate falls far thort of the rea! 
income of the country; the population of 
which, moreover, exceeds every calcula- 
tion which has been yet made. From Mr, 
Beeke’s own data, however, it appears, 
that the income-tax, which poffibly, he 
thinks; may not produce more than 
6,500,000l. certainly cannot produce more 
than another million in addition to that 
fum. | 

An anonymous writer has given us 
an * Eftimate of the Produce on the 
Tax upon Income, with a few Obferva- 
tions on the Impolicy of the Meafure.” 
The net produce of this tax, according to 
a calculation, whofe bafis is the account 
delivered to the houfe of commons of 
the number. of perfons paying affeffed 
taxes, divided into claNes according to the 
amount from fix fhillings to gool. and up- 
wards annually, cannot extced 6,279,221. 
One obfervation our author makes, which 
ought to be deeply impreffed on the mind 
of every individual : it is of a molt om- 
nous and important nature, namely, that 
the war mm which we are now engaged, in 
the year 1796, demanded an expenditure 
nearly equal to the whole income of the 
nation ! 

One of the ‘commiffioners for exe- 
cuting the late aéts has publithed, 
Thoughts on Taxation, with fome 
Suggeftions relative to the Means of rail- 
ing Supplies for the prefent Year. The 
ingenious author of this pamphlet has laid 
down the following principles of taxa- 
tion, namely, that. all taxes fhould be 
produGive,. optional, equal, eafy of co 
le&ion, invariable, and not on indufiry, 
manufaGure, or exportation. He has tug- 
gefted for adoption a few taxes, in which 
ate united thefe feverat effentials. 

An author, who boafts of his indepen-

dency on minifters, and of his duunion W ith 


every public office, has given us what he 
confiders to be * Tefts of the National 
Wealth and Finance of Great Britain m 
December 1798.’ The ftatements !n this 
traét are intended to fhow that the op' 


lence of this country kas, fince the . wn 
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rican war, progreflively increafed in a 

reacer proportion than its expences. In 
our youthful days we remember being 
vught, that the refult of any fum in 
aritametic, if correétly calculated, mutt 
always be the fame, whatever variation 
there might be in the procefs: political 
srithmeticians, however, are, we perccive, 
in the habit of drawing very different 
and contradictory, conclufions from the 
{elf fame data. We are neither qualiiied 
ner required to correét their ftatements ; 
but may certainly be allowed to hint the 
danger of any falfe and flattering efiimate 
on financial fubjeéts. Diffidence ts far 
more becoming in a minifter than pofi- 
tivene(s and prefumption as to the re- 
fources of the kingdom: economy is the 
natural confequence of the firft,; extrava- 
gance and beygary of the laft. Thofe 
writers therefore; who, in order to fup- 
port our fpirits in thefe trying times, de- 
lude us with adifplay of fancjed aifluence, 
are guilty of an offence whofe enormity 
is only to be meafured by the mifery 
which their works are calculated to pro- 
duce. We donot, by any means, intend 
to apply this remark to the author of the 
prefent pamphlet; his ftatements may, 
for aught we know, be fufficiently cor- 
rect, and his writings may refult from 
the pureft patriotifm; our’s is a general 
obfervation, and naturally refulted from 
contemplating the different, and, as we 
defore faid, contradi€tory conclufions, 
which from the fame data are dratvn by 
our modern financiers according to the 
tone and temper of their politics ! 

Mr. GRELLIER has publifhed “* The 
Terms of all the Loans which have been 
rated for the Public Service during the 
lat Fifty Years; with an introduétory 
Account of the principal Loans prior to 
that Period, and Obfervations on the Rate 
of Intereft paid for Money borrowed.” 
This ufeful publication affords a bird’s- 
eye view of the progreffion of minifte- 
nal extravagance. In the year 1776 a 
loan of two millions was raifed: for feven 
years prior to that period there were no 
‘ams borrowed, nor were there any for 
the four fucceeding years.’ In 1789, 
'002,sool. were raifed; in the three 
ucceeding, nothing. The following ta- 
ble of loans, borrowed fince the corn- 
Cae nent of the prefent war, affords a 
‘uoject of moft ferious and melaacholy 
contemplation :

PoLiTIcAL Economy, 

Mr. DanreEL WAKEFIELD hasattacked 
the French economitts in“ An Enquiry” 
into the truth of their two pofitions, that 
labour employed in manufactures is un- 

roductive, and that all taxes ultimately 
fal on land. This very important fub- 
je&t—for fo we confider it—as affording 
the only juft flandard of taxation, which 
for a confiderable time lay dormant, has 
of late been revived: their fyftem was 
oppofed by Dr. Adam Smith, with many 
ingenious and ftrong arguments ; which 
arguments are fome of them paced by 
the prefent author in a new and firiking 
light. 

~ The fubjeé has allo been touched upor 
by Mr. WaALLace in his “¢ Effay on the 
Mauufaétures of Jreland,”’ and very mi- 
nutely canvafled by Dr. GRay in his 

amphlet, entitled, * Effential Principles 
of the Wealth of Nations, &c.’’ of both 
which publications we have taken notice 
in our former Retroipects. It is ODvi- 
oufly impotlible that the gucftion fhou'd 
be difculfed within the narrow umits 
which are preferibed to us: we can only 
fay, that notwithfianding the sngenuilty 
and acutenels of Mr. \\ akefend, we fee 
no (ufficient realon to relinguilh our fa- 
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« A Letter to the Right Honourable the 
Lord Mayor onthe High Price of Coals ; 
in which the Caufes of fuch High Price 
are confidered, and a Plan propofed to 
prevent the fudden and exceflive Rife of 
that neceflary Article of confumption.” 
The plan is, to =. in fummer a cer- 
tain quantity of coals, and in the winter 
time to fupply the poor with them at the 
fame price. This plan, which the wor- 
thy citizen of London has propofed for 
the relief of his fellow-creatures in di- 
firefs, we are happy in being able to fay, 
is adopted in many villages of this coun- 
try. 

‘Mr. ACKLOM INGRAM has publithed 
‘A Syllabus, or Abfraét of a Syftem of 
Political Philofophy,’’ to which he has 
prefixed a diflertation, recommending that 
the ftudy of political economy be encou- 
raged in the univerfities, and thata courfe 
of public leétures be delivered on that 
fubjeét. We are entirely of opinion, that 
political economy is as effential a branch 
of education as any which can be taught 
in our univerfities : if leftures were pub- 
licly delivered on this important fubjeét, 
the fenate and the bar would both of 
them reap abundant benefit. 

Povirics. 

M. RAMEt has publifhed a ‘ Narra- 
tive,” which has been tranflated into 
Englifh, “of the Deportation to Cav- 
enne of M. M. Barthélemy, Pichegru, 
Willot, and la Rue, &c. in confequence 
of the Revolution at Paris,,of the ath of 
September, 1797.” This interefting yo- 
lume, which is written by one of the un- 
fortunate victims to dire¢torial defporifm, 
relates fuch a feries of fufferings, and the 
hiftory of fuch complicated cruelty, as it 
is hardly poffible to conceive that people 
who arrogate to themfelves any portion of 
civility and refinement could have wan- 
tonly infli€ted on their fellow-creatures. 
The French revolution, however, has fa- 
miliarifed us to the perpetration of enor- 
mities with which we had hitherto been 
happily unacquainted : in the courfe of it

But the reign of terror was profeffedly 
abolifhed when the mercilefs profcription 
which is narrated im thefe pages took 
lace: the {peedy execution of the guil- 
otine was only exchanged for the more 
lingering horrors of deportation. The 
fixtcen ftate prifoners left the prifon of 
the Temple, at Paris, on the Sth of Sep- 


tember: shey were conveyed ia four 
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carriages, which formed a kin

breaft high, bruifing them with every 
fhake or jolt. Efcorted by 600 men, in- 


fantry and cavalry, and two Pleces of 
cannon, they arrived, on the arft, after 
having fubmitted, at almoft every place 
they paffed through, to the fouleft infults 
at Rochefort, where they were embarked 
in the fpace of two days, under the com- 
mand of Captain Le Porte. Their treat. 
ment on board the veffel, La Vaillante, 
was the counterpart of that which they 
had already received. The detachments 
which were appointed to guard them 
chiefly confifted of men who had former 
ly been feleéted from among “ the reyo- 
lutionary bands of the committee of 
Nantes, fo famous in the annals of terror 
by the maffacres and the drownings of 
the priefts who were fentenced to depor- 
tation ;’” and M. Ramel afferts, that him. 
felf and comrades occafionally heard thefe 
monfters relate to each other, with an air 
of triumph, the various atrocities which 
they had committed. After a quick paf- 
fage they anchored, on the roth of Oéto- 
ber, in the great road of Cayenne; their 
confinement here, however, was not 
thought fufficiently rigorous; and, on the 
22d of November, they were fent to a 
fort in Sinamary, where they were feps- 
rated into feven rooms. The firft occu- 
pation of the prifoners was to clean thefe 
out ; for it feems they were full of vene- 
mous mfeéts, fcorpions, millepedes, mut- 
quitces, gnats, &c. &c. &c. &c.! Their 
food was an allowance of bifcuits, a pound 
of falt meat, and a glafs of rum, to cor- 
reét the extreme bad quality of the water. 
The bread which was given them was 
fometimes full of worms and ants ; and 
the portion of wine had grown four in 
the magazines. Some of thefe unfortu- 
nate beings fell a facrifice to the hardfhips 
which they fuffered; others (eight of 
them), it is well known, by the afhiftance 
of Captain Tilly, an} American, whofe 
veffel had been taken by the French, hav- 
ing previoufly intoxjcated their guar 
feized a canoe that always lay near the 
fort, and efcaped from their confinement. 
This narrative of M. Ramel, as to Its 
leading faéts, is of unqueftionable — 
ticity ; but himfelf has been fo great 4 
ferer in this perilous deportation, that s 
the honour of humanity we hope, thatt 
feelings of the writer may have hurr 
him into o¢eafional exaggeration. -

publithed « An Examinawon of the a 
duct of the European Powers fince 
Coimpencé 
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Commencement of the French Revolution, 
and of the natural Confequences by which 
that Event muft be followed.’’ The ano- 
nymous author of this traét evinces very 
extenfive political information; he has 
penetrated into the interior of almoft every 
furopean cabinet, and criticifed its ope- 
rations in regard to the French revolu- 
tion with great keennefs and feverity. 
The writer, whofe antipathy againft the 
republican form of government is. moft 
deep and deadly, very juftly attributes 
the victorious progrefs of the French 
arms tothe irritating and ill-concerted op- 
pofition which, in the early period of 
the revolution, was made againft them ; 
and he now confiders, that nothing but 
the fteady coalition, the vigorous and 
compacted efforts of all the European 
powers, can fave them from falling vic- 
tims, each in its turn, before the coloffal 
ftrength of France. 

The author of a traét, entitled ‘* Neu- 
trality of Pruffia,’’ is, in common, we 
believe, with politicians of every opinion, 
difgufted with the duplicity which has 
marked the meafures of that power in 
relation to the war: he reprobates the 
neutrality of Pruffia, and urges her to 
rejoin the coalition againft France, and 
forget the natural rivalfhip of Auttria 
and herfelf ; a rivalfhip which ought to 
be loft in one common exertion to cruth 
the Republic. This pamphlet, which is 
tranflated from the German, is faid to 
have excited confiderable attention on the 
continent. A French author has tranf- 
lated from his own ‘original, a pamphlet, 
entitled ‘* Neceffity of deftroying the 
French Republic proved by faéts and ar- 
guments.”” The author afferts, that no 
tellance can be placed on any treaties 
witch may be made with that power for 
peace: and it muft be acknowledged that 
the frequent changes which take place 
in the conftitution of that country would 
make it neceffary to be ever prepared 
aganft a renewal of hoftilities : the party 
who is in power to-day may be deported 
to Cayenne to-morrow. The late opera- 
tions in Holland, however, have con- 
‘inced Englifhmen that the French are 
hot incapeble of making treaties, and of 
maxing treaties which are honourable to 

umanity, We feel no diffidence in this 
alertion, fince it is very well known 
that the troops engaged in that unfortu- 
pe €xpedition were at the mercy 

« the enemy, and muft — inevitably 

ave perifhed, (had they not re- 
,. ved permiffion to return), even if the 

fench had neither drawn a fword nor 


fired amufquet. This pamphlet, whe- 
ther written by a Frenchman or an Eng- 
lifhman (on this fubject, we have our 
doubts), has very little novelty of remark 
or ftrength of reafoning to recommend it. 
“ The Failure of the French Crufade, 
or the advantages to be derived by Great 
Britain from the reftoration of Egypt to 
the Turks,” is a pamphlet by EyLrs 
Irwin, Efq. who long fince prediéted the 
failure of Buonaparte’s expedition to the 
Kaft. In the prefent publication, Mr. Ir- 
Win gives us a flattering picture of the 
advantages which the literary world will 
derive from this reftoration, and from 
the fpeedier communication with our fet- 
tlements in the Eaft. It muft have been 
fince this pamphlet was written, however, 
that the Turkith power has received a 
confiderable fhock from the French arms. 
In compliance with a requeft of the W eft- 
India merchants and planters, and the 
mercantile intereft of Liverpool, his Roy- 
al Highnefs the DuKE of CLARENCE 
confented to have publithed * The Sub- 
ftance’”’ of his fpeech in the Houfe of 
Lords on the motion of the recommit- 
ment of the flave-trade limitation bill, 
sth of July, 1799. Our opinion on the 
fubjeét of the flave trade has, on me 
occafions, been too peremptorily flared, 
to require any confirmation at prefent. 
The great argument which his Royal 
Highnefs adduces againft the meafure of 
total abolition, is, the grofs barbarity of 
the Africans! Alas, how long is this 
moft miferable of arguments to be valid? 
So long, it will be anfwered, as the Afri- 
cans remain in their prefent ftate. And 
how long, it may be rejoined, will the 
Africans remain in their prefent ftate ? 
The obvious replication is, fo long as the 
merchants and planters perceive the va- 
lidity of their arguments, fo long as they 
perceive that it is calculated to uphold 
their tyrannical and iniquitous ufurpation. 
The Negroes, therefore, are retained in 
flavery becaufe they are barbarous, 
and they are retained in ; barbarifma 
becaufe they are flaves! What odious 
logic! What wretched _reafoning ‘ 
The Duke of Clarence endeavours to 
rove that the traffic, as carried on by 
the Britifh merchants, 1s far lefs oppret- 
five to the Negroes, than as it 1s carried 
on by any other country which is engaged 
in it: an immenfe capital, moreover, up- 
wards of 80,000,000 being employed by 
our merchants in the Weft-India planta 
tions, he argues on the /core of bumanity 
for the continuance of the trade: aboiuth

iteethe merchant would be ruined. and the 
Afuican', 
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Africans, in their prefent fate of barbart- 
ty, would receive no adequate benefit. The 
merchants and planters would have ftood 
much higher in our eftimation than they 
do now, had they inftru¢ted his Royal 
Highnefs to affure the Noble Houfe that 
means were already taken for the civi- 
lization and inftruétion of thefe miferable, 
thefe degraded beings, and that a final 
period to their fervitude was bog fide in- 
tended, fo foon as fhould be confiftent 
with the welfare of the flayes, and the 
fafety of the mafters. 

The “ Subftance”’ of the Earl of West- 
MORLAND’s fpeech on the fame occafion, 
and on the fame fide of the queftion, is 
alfo publifhed at the requeft of the trium- 
phant Weft-India merchants and planters. 
Whoever reads thefe pamphlets, fhould 
alfo read another which was not printed at 
the requefl of the Weft-India planters and 
merchants, namely, the * Subftance” of 
the BisHop of Rocnestrer’s {peech in 
the Houfe of Peers on the fame day, and 
on the fame occafion. The prelate argues 
againft the unfpeakable iniquity of this 
curfed traffic, with a tone of animated 
indignation becoming his charaéter as a 
Chriftian teacher, and as a man of feeling 
for the diftreffes of his fellow creatures. 

Major CaRTWRIGHY has publifhed 
* An Appeal, Civil and Military, on the 
Subjcét of the Englith Conttitution.’”’ The 
firlt part of this work has long been be- 
fore us: the fecond and third have the 
fame objeét in view, namely, the vindi- 
cation of univerfal fuffrage, and the efla- 
bdlifhment of an univerfal armament. Mia- 
jor Cartwright is not a political Hotfpur ; 
his propofitions are not thofe of an hatty 
ignorant enthufiaft ; they are the refult of 
deep and laborious refearch into the legal 
and hiftorical antiquities of this country. 
To the univerfality of arms our author 
attributes the flourifhing ftate of the 
kingdom during the reign of the illuftri- 
ous Alfred; the refiftlefs authority of his 
laws, the energy of his civil and military 
power. Let any man, fays he, compare 
the mrernal tranquillity of thofe diftant 
times, with the frequen turbulence and 
cenfufion which have appeared among 
us: * let him take a retrofpeét of what 
happened in St. George’s Fields, of the in- 
famous conflagrations at Birmingham, 
and of the infernal proceedings inthe ca- 
pital in the year 17803 and then let him 
afk himfelf, if anv of thofe events, fo a- 
larming and fo calamitous to the people, 
end fo difgraceful to Englithmen, could 
poihibly have taken place, had the fyttem 
of the mmmertal Alfred been in ufe and V1- 
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gour ?"" The abolition of mercenary ¢, 
diers, and a armies, conftitutes, <¢ 
courfe, a part of Major Cartwright’s oy 
-An anonymous writer has undertaken 
a work of no common difficulty and ny 
ger; he has undertaken to trace The 
Rife, Progrefs, and Confequences of the 
new Opinions and Principles lately intro. 
duced into France.” In this publication 
ig a moft ftrange mixiure of fenfe and 
nonfenfe¢y of toleravle reafoning, and 
empty contemptible declamation: we are 
furprited that a man who difplays occa(i. 
onal flafhes of intelle& fhould vield the 
moft unhefitating credulity to all the tales 
of the Abbé BARRUEL and Profeffor 
ROBISON ; andthathe fhould aétually re. 
commend to government, as the means 
of arrefting the dangerous progrefs of 
French philofophy, the abolition of the 
fociety of Freemafons, the regulation of 
the prefs, the qualification of bookfellers, 
and a limitation of their number! The 
author, propofes moreover, that revicw- 
ers fhail ke under the neceflity of difclof- 
ing theirnames: ‘for readers,” fayshe, 
“will be highly ceffurable, and guilty 
of rhe moft criminal negligence and dan- 
gerous credulity, if they place confidence 
in the advice or affertions of a. writer 
of whofe judgement and honefty they are 
entirely ignorant.’ Now, the judgement 
of a writer is very eafily eftimated by his 
compofitions, and as to his honefty—but 
readers, mark the confiftency of this gen- 
tleman ; Ais owpe prblication 1s anonymous. 
Dr. THORNTON bas publithed a third 
volume of his “ Politician’s Creed ; or Po- 
litical Extraéts, being an anfwer to thefe 
qucftions : What is the beft form of go- 
vernment > What is the beft adminiftra- 
tion of government ?”” In this third vo- 
lume the following important topics are 
touched upon, accompanied with much 
excellent advice, and many valuable hints:

« Confiderations on the impolicy of trear- 
ing for Peace with the prefent Regicide 
Government of France,”’ is a pamphlet 
written in the moment of fuccefs by a thal- 
jow and intemperate politician, who, pro- 
bably, has long ere now feen the empri- 
nefs of his fpeculations, and lamented the 
foolifhnefs of his advice. 

The Rev. Francis WoOLLAsTON has 

ublifhed, in the character of acountry par- 
fon, an ** Addrefs to his Flock, to caution 
them againft being mifled by the Wolf in 
Sheep’s Cloathing, or receiving Jacobin 
Teachers of Sedition, who intrude them- 
felves under the {pecious Pretence of in- 
ftruéting Youth and preaching Chritftiani- 
ty!” This zealous churchman, on hearing 
that the Union Society uf Greenwich inatend- 
ed opening a funday {chool at Chiflehurit 
{the parithof which Mr. Wollafton is rec- 
tor), where the children were to be “taught 
reading and fpeiling, to reverence God, 
and to obey their parents,” inftantly took 
the alarm, and ** declared mott decidedly 
his dilapprobation of the thing (to ufe his 
own poltfhed phrafeology), together with 
his reafons for fo doing, both in the 
church porch before divine fervice, and 
inaveltry afterit.”” What led Mr. Wol- 
latton to fufpeét that this Union Society 
was a junto of Jacobin emiffaries we 
know not: this we know, that the fufpi- 
cion was highly injurious, and that 
Mr, Wollafton has by no means made a 
proper apology for his rafh and intempe- 
rate conduét on the cccafion. In an ex- 
tract from his addrefs, entitled, ‘* The

Some few political pamphlets of infignifi- 
cant importance, which are not mention- 
ed, may have appeared in the courfe of 
the laft half year; butwe are not aware 
of having omitted any which are enti« 
tled to enumeration : from ENGLIsH Po- 
LITICS, therefore, properly fo called, we 
proceed to the 

_ Potirics oF IRELAND. 

Since the difaffeftion of fo large a pro- 
portion of the i‘ of Ireland to the 
connexion with England has become 
too glaringly manifeit to be any longer 
concealed, and fince the attempt of the 
Englith minifter to effe&t an Union, an 
attempt not to be baffled by the majority 
of the Irifh Houfe of Commons declaring 
againft it, the fubjedt of Irifh politics has 
become more than ulually important: 
hence the vaft number of produétions on 
this fubje&t, under which the prefs has 
lately groaned. Notwithftanding the 
multitude of pamphlets which we noticed 
in our laft retrofpeét, we have ftill more 
to attend to inthe prefent; but as, in 
faét, thefe numerous publications contain 
only the fame arguments repeated in dif. 
ferent language, and the fame facts dif- 


‘torted into various fhapes, we fhall content 


ourfelves with a very flight notice of them. 
“© The Spcech of the Right Honourable 
Joun Fosrer, delivered in the Commit- 
tee of the Irith Houfe of Commons,” ts the 
moft able of the publications in favour of 
the independence of Ireland. In this ce- 
lebrated fpeech, Mr. Pirt’s arguments 
are clofely combated, aid many fareaftic 
cbfervations made om that gentleman. 
Allowing Mr. Fofter the ground which 
he hag taken to make his fiand upon, tt 1s 
impoffible to deny his carrying every one 
of his points triumphantly ; but we think 
that he affumes what ought not to be 
granted to him, viz. that the fet:lement 
of 1782 wasa finafone. We have no 
conception how fia! fettlements can be 
made between ftates which form part of 
an ever-changing world. It would be 
the extreme of arrogance In any genera- 
tion to pronounce their own work per 
feét, and to forbid pofterity to make any 
change init. If the two parliaments be the 
reprefentatives of their refpective people, 
who will deny that they have a right to 
do in 1800 what their predecefiors might 
not think right in 1782? Thereal point to 
be agitated 1s, whether an Union be ufeful 
and agreeable to the peopie of the twa 
countries? if this be gransed, the terms 
S& vt 
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of the Union will then come tobe difeuffed : 
and this isa point, inthe fettlement of 
which we fee no great difficulty; per- 
haps the enormous national debt of the 
one-country is the greateft obftacie. 

“ Obfervations on the Speech of the 
Right Hon. JoHN Foster,” are the 
production of a bold and petulant contro- 
verfialift, who treats his antagonitt with 
unmerited feverity and contempt, and 
gives a much higher place to the king 
and the privy council than is given to 
them by the -Englith conftitution. If 
this author be correét in his affertion thar, 
becaufe the Britifh parliament gave le- 
yiflative independence to that of Ireland 
in 7782, ithasaright to fave it away at 

refent, it was but’a folemn mockery 
to fubmit the queftion to their difcuffion. 

Another member of the Irith Houfe of 
Commons, Mr. W. SmirnH, has pub- 
lithed “ The Subftance of his Speech” 
on the Union. His fentiments are jn 
favour of this meafure : his {peech is pro- 
lix, difgraced by afperity of language, and 
contemptuous towards the body he ad- 
dreffes: he ufes, however, occafionally 
forcible arguments, and his fentiments on 
the advantages which the catholics will 
derive from the meafure are liberal and 
candid. 

No lefs than five members of the Bri- 
tith Parliament, beSdes thofe mentioned 
in our laft compendium, have publifhed 
the “ Speedhes’” which they delivered 
on this important fubject, and all of them 
are in favour of the Union; thefp are

lancholy confideration for this country. 
_ Having thus noticed the great fenato. 
rial productions relative to the Union, we 
fhall fimply enumerate the other publica. 

Iz favour of the 
meafure have appeared, * Reafons for 
adopting an Union ;’’ a temperate ¢nd fen. 
fible performance: No Union, but 
unite and fall,’ a ludicrous pamphlet, 
remarkable for its low humour and pow- 
erful arguments: ‘* A Letter to a Mem- 
ber of the Irifh Parliament,” the author 
of which is bold enough to affert, that be- 
caufe only one fifth of the people of 
Ireland have the right of voting, their 
parliament is nota popular reprefenta- 
tion: ‘ Striétures on the Union,” by 
Nicuovas Gay, Efq. Qui mores homi- 
num multorum vidit, ut urbes,” a very 
odd and rather diverting. performance : 
‘© Three Letters to a Noble Lord on the 
projected Union,”’ by a Nebleman, which 
are temperate and candid, and evidently 
written by an able man: “ Union or Se-' 
paration,” by R. FARREL; who recom. 
mends to his countrymen, of .two evils 
to choofe the leaft : ‘ Confiderations upon 
the State of Public Affairs in 1799, Ire- 
land,” which thefe who with to fee the 
expediency of the propofed incorporation 
of Ireland placed in a luminous ‘point of 
view will do well to perufe : ‘ Conftitu- 
tional Objeétions to the Government of 
Ireland by a feparate Legiflature,” by 
THEOBALD M‘KENNA, Efq. a violent 
Philippic againft the Irith Parliament: 
* Treland profiting by Example,” in which 
the advantages of the Union to Scotland 
ave pointed out; and lafily, a “ Fair Re-

“ The Cafe of Ireland reeconficereer 
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is the work of a Roman-catholic, whofe 
grand objeftion to the Union is, that the 
continuance of the exclufion of thofe who 
profeis the fame religion with the great 
majority of the Irifh people is to form one 
of its articles: if this were to be the cafe, 
it would be a ferious objection indeed! 
but we hope for better things : this work 
does great credit to the author’s candour 
and abilities. ‘* Confiderations on Na- 
tional Independence,’’ by a member of 
the honourable fociety of Lincoln’s Inn, 
is a well-written and argumentative per- 
formance, evidently the production of a 
man well verfed in the hiftory of his 
country ; he combats, with great ability, 
feveral of Mr. Pitt’s arguments. ‘* The 
Power of Parliament confidered,’’ is an 
animated produétion, which decides sin 
the negative the important queftion of 
which it treats. ‘* A Demontftration of 
tlie Neceflity of a Legiflative Union,” 
&c. by a Philofopher, is a very ftriking 
performance; its author deems the Union, 
which he laments as the political death of 
Ireland, to be inevitable. his is a mafter- 
picce of eloquent writing. Mr. Bous- 
FIELD has publifhed “ A Letter’’ to 
the citizens of Cork againft the Union, 
which has produced an anfwer from one 
of them. The coarfe and malevolent 
PriTer PorcuPINeE has publithed what 
he calls a * Dete€ion of a Confpiracy 
formed by the United Irifhmen to fub- 
vert the Government of the United States 
of America ;’”? we fhould much rather

tary Operations in Ireland,’ by an Off- 
cer, attempts to explain the extraordi- 
nary circumftance of Lord Cornwallis 
having fuffered the handful of French 
toldiers who landed with General Hum- 
bert in Ireland to remain in the country 
for feventeen days, without coming to a 
decifive engagement : this explanation 
proves that the hoftile mind of the Irith 
nation, and even of the foldiers, towards 
this country, was, at that period, great 
indeed. The defeat of Gencral Lake, at 
Caftlebar, was, it feems, owing to our 
roops giving way at the critical moment, 
Without any apparent reaion: of 182 men 
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of the Longford and Kilkenny militia, 
who were miffing on that day, the greater 
number deferted to the encmy. Lord 
Cornwallis dared not venture on a deci- 
live engagement, until his corps fhould 
be compofed of troops in whom he could 
confide, namely, the Queen’s and the 
29th regiments. 
THEOLOGY. 

Though there has been an abundance 
of theological works fince our Jatt, there 
are but few of fufficient merit and intere 
eft to require a particular notice. “ A 
Supplement to the Remarks on the 
Signs of the Times,” by Fpwarp 
E.1NG, Efq. contains a number of refem- 
blances between prediétions cf ancient 
prophecy and the flriking events of the 
prefent day, which could only be difco- 
vered by an ardent and perhaps rather 
whimfical mind, bent on fincing out fi- 
militudes. The confeffedly obfcure eight. 
eenth ciiapter of Ifaiah he explains in a 
very curious manner :==the land /hadow- 
ing with wings, according to Mr, King, 
is France; and why? becaufe, let an 
one caft his eyes on a well-coloured map 
of the world, and he will find that 
France, and France only, has two exe 
tended wings, Spain on- one fide, and 
Germany onthe other!!! The Bithop of 
RoOcHESTER has not thought it beneath 
him to notice this extravagant interpreta- 
tion, and, in his ‘¢ Critical Difqutitions 
on the Eighteenth Chapter of Ifaiah,”’ 
has prefented us with a mixture of rell- 
gion, politics, and criticifm, in which 
he denies that France, “ with the ac- 
curfed {pawn of Jacobins fwarming cut 
of her own bowels,” is the country meant 
by the paffage : but fuppofes it to refer 
to a people living tothe W eft of the Nile, 
er the Eaft of the Tigris, which time 
mutt difcover. The liberal and fincere 
commiferation which the right reverend 
author profeffes to feel at the fubverfon

indignation at the infults and fufferings 
which have overwhelmed the late fove- 
reign pontiff, excite our warmeft fympathy 
and approbation. 
The Bithop of Lincoty has publifhed, 
“Elements of Chriftian Theology = 
this work forms an eafy and familiar 
ng ftudents in their theolo- 
gicai puriuits; and as tuch a guid® was 
wanted, the right revérend author ts 
entitled to their gratitude, for the mafter- 
ly manner in which he has performed his 
ertaking. 
“ The Fall of Babylon,” a fermon 
ached by Wittram Mose.ey to 
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an independent congregation, teaches 
that the fpiritual dominion of the pope 
will fubfitt almoft feventy years longer ; 
that his temporal dominion at Rome may 
be for a fhort time reftored, but that the 
deftruétion both of the papal power and 
of the city of Rome itfelf within this - 
riod are inevitable!!! We do not for- 
get Mr. Brothers’s Prophecy, relative 
to the deftruction of London: Mr. 
Mofelev is more politic, in poftponing that 
of Rome for feventy years. 

« Chriftian Inftitutes,” a work pro- 
feffedly written by a clergyman of the 
church of England, contains fome opi- 
nions relative to the Trinity, which we 
do not believe that church maintains; 
nor do we believe that it allows of the 
la'itude which is here given to the ob- 
fervance of the Sabbath. 

“ Nine Difcourfeson Prayer,” by JOHN 
TOWNSHEND, though they do not, as 
compofitions, rife above mediocrity, and 
though they breathe the {pirit of Calvin. 
ifn, may yet be read with advantage by 
the enlightened Chriftians of every deno- 
mination. The arguments in favour of 
that excellent and too much neglected 
practice, family prayer, ave forcible, and 
calculated to produce an effect. 

‘Two Sermons preached before his 
Majefty, during Lent, by BRowNLow, 
Bithop of Winchefter,” though they blend 
two things which we think fhould be al- 
ways kept feparate, politics and religion, 
are in other refpects excellent difcourtes, 
and prove in the ftrongeft manner the 
folly of infidelity. 

“ Owen’s Chriftian Monitor” is the 
work of a zealous and ardent Chriitian, 
and will, we cruft, ferve to ftimulate the 
luke-warm, who fo much abound in the 

prefent day, to greater exertions in the 
caufe of religion; the remark on the dif- 
ferent fpirit with which afternoon-wor- 
fhip is conduéted, in churches and in dif- 
fenting chapels, is a very juft one, and 
ought to be attended to by thofe high in 
ecclefiaftic rank. 

“Mr. Tiromas’s Funeral Sermon, 
pronounced at the interment of the Rev. 
W. Blake, Minifter of a Diffenting Con- 
eregation at Crewkerne,” ftates, in fora 
ible language, what renders a man truly 
eftimable : as a compofition it is entitled 
to much pratfe. 

A fecond edition, with additional illuf- 
trations, of Mr. PARTRIDGE’s Expla- 
nation and Vindication of the Hundred 
and Ninth Pfaim has made its appear- 
ance. Some Chriftians it feems have 
{crupled to jan in the fervice ef the 
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church when this pfalm has been reci 

on account of the malediétions on me 
init. Mr. Partridge has Proved, sone 
authority of feveral learned commenta, 
tors, that thefe are uttered not by David 
but by his enemies. " 

We do not fo much approve another 
Sermon, pronounced by the fame gentle. 
man, at the confecration of the colours of 
the Bofton armed affociation ; we know - 
not what bufinefs the paraphernalia of 
war have in the temple of the Prince of 
Peace. 

“A Sermon on the Excellence of 
Britifh Jurifprudence,” by the Rey, 
WiLitam Coxe, would make an ex. 
cellent political pamphlet ; and the fame 
may be faid of two Affize Sermons, one 
by JoHN LonGe, B.A. and the other 
by Joun Hayrer, A.M. 

“Eight Sermons preached as Lady 
Moyer’s Leflures at St. Paul’s, fo long 

gO aS 1733, by WM. Crements,” have 

now been publifhed: they were com- 
pofed exprefsly as a vindication of the 
doétrines of the Athanafian Creed. Was 
the doctrine of the Trinity thought to 
be in danger, that difcourfes like thefe, 
which, though found’ and_ elaborate, 
contain no new matter, fhould be pub- 
lithed after fo jong an interval had elapf- 
ed? 

Mr. Scorr, already advantageoufly 
known to the Chriftian world by his 
reply tothe Age of Reafim, has publithed 
* Obfervations on the Signs and Duties 
of the Prefent Times,’ which breathe a 
liberal and candid fpirir, and {peak highly 
for the goodnefs of the author's heart : 
this pub:tcation has excited attention from 
its giving an account of a fociety of cler- 
gymen in London, who have agreed to 
preach in rotation weekly le€tures in each 
other’s churches and chapels, in order to 
promote vital godlinefs at this alarm:ng 
period. It appears that the high-church- 
men view with a jealous eye this plan of 
reform, adopted without the privity of 
the bifhop of the diocefe, as well a 
fome fentiments contained in the publica- 
tion before us, which favour too much 0 
modern univerfal philanthropy. 

“ Two Sermons by the Bithop of Kit- 
LALOE,” are remarkably eloquent and 
nervous performances. ; 

A fecond edition of Mr. FELLOWFSS 
admirable werk, “ A Piéture of Chrif- 
tian Philofophy” has made its appear 
ance. The pamphiet ts converted into & 
large volume: perhaps the fibject has 
not gained by the expanfion.

ones, of Nayland, has publithed a 
“Letter” to them, which refutes, in a 
forcible and fatisfaétory manner, the er- 
roneous opinions peculiar to this very 
fingular people. 

The Bithop of London’s ‘ Charge,” 
which has for its obje€t to exhort his 
clergy to countera¢t, to the utmofkt of their 
power, the pre-difpofing caufes of inf- 
delity, feems to have been loudly called 
for by the filent but rapid growth of this 
evil. Weare furprifed that the right re- 
verend author of this Charge fhould fo far 
lend an ear to the romantic effufions of 
Barruel, as to fuppofe that there are fo- 
cicties inftituted among us for the pur- 
pole of propagating infidelity and proill- 
gacy through the ifland, and efpecially 
among the lower clafles of people; when 
it is confidered how much our property 
and fecurity depend on the belicf of thefe 
lat in future retribution, who could find 
any intereft in endeavouring to deftroy 
this belief > 

Mr. Hav has publifhed the “ Ser- 
mons”” which he preached at the Bimp- 
ton: Leétures in 1798; and Dr. Bar- 
Row has likewife-publifhed his on the 
lame occafion in 1799: both thefe gen- 
ticmen have proved themfelves to be able 
realoners and judicious divines. 

“ Devotional Exercifes and Contem- 
plations,” by ALEXANDER CLEEVE, 
A.B. form an clegant and ufeful duode- 
camo volume. 

A thapfodical, but apparently well- 
meaning enthufiaft, has publithed “ A 
Letter to the Pope on the probable Caufe 
of the War, and that it waits on his 
Holinefs to invite the Bleffings of Peace 2” 
Curistoriitus, for fo he fyles him- 
felf, thinks that if the pope wou.d allow 
priefts to marry, we fhould have peace!!! 

Dr.CarpeEw’s “ Sermon, preached at 
Truro, before the Governors of the 
Cornwall General Infirmary,”’ inculeates, 
m very forcible language, the duty of 
beneficence to the poor, whole wrerched- 
nels, neceffari!y exiting in a ftate of de- 
pendence on daily labour for the bare 
necefliries of Life, is feclingly expatiated 
Upon, 

_ Mr. Smitn’s “ Tax upon Income,” 
is a fermon as whimfical as its title. 

“ Confiderations on the Nature and 
and Efficacy of the L.ord’s Supper,”” by 
Vitesimus Knox, D.D. is a highly 
Merefling and important work, witch 


attacks the opinions of bifhep Pearce, 


Di. Sykes, Dr, Balguy, and Dr. Beil, 
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gatory of its high dignity, 
‘ Di. Knox has alfo publifhed * Family 
ectures,’” in two volumes, which confit 
of fermons fele€ted from the works of no 
lefs than fixty-three divines, all of whom 
cannot furcly merit the title of mof cele- 
brated, which the compiler has given 
them. 

_ The fociety calling themfelves Unita- 
rian Chriftians, eftablithed in the weg of 
England, for promoting Chriftian know- 
ledge, and the praétice of virtue by the 
diftribution ot books, have publithed 
‘¢ Morning and Evening Prayers,”? which 
breathe a tpirit of piety and virtue. 

Mr. Rowzianp Hitt has publifhed 
the “ Journal of a Tour throuch the 
North of England and Part of Scotland, 
with Remarks on the eftablifhed Church 
of Scotland;” in confequence of this 
tour, Nir. Hill has been nick-named, 
by the high-church party, and not with- 
out caufe, the Spiritual Quixote: the 
journal of this o/d Pager in the itinerant 
work, as he calls himtelf, is a very tire- 
fome performance, and exhibits grear 
marks of fpiritual pride and contempt of 
every other religious fect but hts own. 
While Mr. Hill affects a fpirit of the 
moft extenfive liberality, it 1s very evi- 
dent that he ts only inclined to tolerate 
thofe preachers who are of the right fart. 

Since the publication of Mr. Walber- 
force’s book, an alarm has arifen among 
the high church party, at the growing 
influence of thofe who modeftly fivle 
themfelves Evanvelical Chrifiians. Tie 
Reverend R. PoLWHELE, vicar of Ma- 
naccan, feems to feel this alarm, and, in a 
“ Letter’ to the Rev. Robert Hawker, 
laments, that not content with inftilling 
his own doétrines into the minds of the 
flock immediately entrufted to his care, 
he has deemed it right to became a kind 
of itinerant preacher, and, in a late tour 
made by him in Cornwall, ditfuted his 
principles widely over the country. 
Much as {chifm is to be deprecated, we 
cannot help thinking that uh miny grofs 
abufes exiting in the eftablifhed caurch 
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refpecting this great facrament, as dero- 


are done away by authority, many Z¢d- 
lous and fincere members of it wall chink 
it right to aft for themfeives. 
Mr. BLUAKEWAY, 2 
Shrewfbury, is another clergyguan unuet 
the influenee of the alarm we have al!- 
luded to; he has publithed a fermon, en- 
titled “* A Warning ayainit S hifm,”’ 7 
« A Treatite on the Scriptures, &c. 
hy the Rev. WM. JESSE, isthe work of 
} an 
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an able and pious divine, who ought not 
to have difzraced himfelf by afperity 
againfi diffenters: there is a curious and 
ftriking remark introduced on the fub- 
ject of reformation—From what has taken 
place in the Chriftian world fince that 


period, from the herefes and fchifms !. 


divifions and fub-divifions witbout end, 
and this evil incréapng more and more 
every day! latitudinar.anifr? under the 
mar of candour and chariiy, ©&e. he 
doubts whether it was a real reformation 
of Chrittianity= if it had been fo, and had 
refiored the {pirit and difeipiine of the 
primitive church, Europe would exhibit 
not the wild uproar of hell, but lively 
patterns of the heavenly ftatc—harmeny, 
peace, and love. 

Befides the works which we have enu- 
merated, there have appeared feveral 
finzle fermsas, moft of them of a poli- 
tical tendency. 

BroGRAPRY. 

“ General Biography, or Lives, Criti- 
cal and Hiftorical, of the moft eminent 
Perfons of all Ages, Countries, Condi- 
tions, and Profeffions, arranged in alpha- 
betical Order : chiefly compoied by JoHN 
Arkin, M.D. and the late Rev. Wit- 
LIAM EnrFietp, LL.D. Vol.1.” This 
work, which, from the high literary re- 
putation of the two gentlemen who un- 
dertook it, has long been anxioufly ex- 
pecied, will be found not to difarpoint 
the hopes entertained of it. Weimuch ad- 
mire the introdu€tory remarks in the pre- 
face on the great difference between the 
eminence of individuals during their own 
lives, in confequence of high and imports 
ant offices being accidentally held by them, 
and their real confequence and influence 
over the events of their age, and agree 
on thinking it to be the duty of a bio- 
grapher to detach the man from his 
fiation. We with the compilers had 
acted on this opinion in the cafe of 
hereditary fovereigns, and not have 
loaded theie pages with all the infignifi- 
cant princes chat have reigned; for un- 
lefs thefe have merited notice for an 
remarkable qualities or a¢tions of their 
Own, it appears to us that they cught not 
to find place in a biographical work, 
though they would certainly be entitled 
to it ina general hiftory. We donot af- 
fent to the rcafons of the ompilers for 
retaining the old alphabetical mode of ar- 
rangement, which is only advantageous 
to thofe who wouid merely ufe this bio- 
graphical di€tionary as a book of refer- 
euce, and we deny that eafy reference is 
tue chief object of a biographical work, 


though it may be one of the 
attended to. As a diionar 
ence, nothing can exceed the work of the 
fingularly concife L’Avocat, which f 
brought down to the prefent times woul 
be fufficient to anfwer this Purpole s bys 
we apprehend that the prefent work hag 
much-higher claims to notice, and mor 
important purpofes in view. As this firf 
volume does not get through the letter 
EB, we can only regard it as a {pecimeg 
of the work. We hope the remaininc 
volumes will bear marks of the fame {pi 
rit of reiearch, the fame extent of infor. 
mation, and, above all, the fame candy 
and liberal mind which pervade the pre. 
fent. On how many accounts has Dr, 
Aikin to lament the irreparable lofs ¢f 
his valued friend! 

‘“ Two Biographical Traéts; Firf, 
Obfervations on Mr. HoLiipay’s Life 
of the Earl of Mansfield; Second, 
Thoughts on the judicial and_ political

Part 1.” Thefe form a moft tedious and 
excurfive performance : the author at- 
racks Mr. Holliday, whom he calls an en- 
thufiaftic encomiaft, and more ftrong'y 
the charaéter of Lord Mansfield.

Thofe who have admir- 
ed the correét eloquence and glowing 
energy of his proclamations, and other 
public papers, will be furprifed to hear 
that he did not learn to read and write till 
he was pat twenty. This general was 
one of the bittereft enemies of the go- 
vernment of this country; on ail occa- 
fons he ated againft it with a zeal 
amounting to pafiion.

We have been much pleafed with the 
firft volume of the “ Annual Necrology 
for 1797—8,” which is jut publithed. 
The idea of refcuing from oblivion fuch 
charaéters as, though not of fufficient 
confequence to be treated of in diftinct 
publications, are yet worthy of being 
handed down to pofterity, always ap- 
peared to us a very good one; and the 
execution, though neceffarily of various

The obfcure fubjeé& 
of marine plants 1s ably treated of in his 
work, which is embellifhed with a num- 
ber of elegant plates. The remarks on 
the mede in which thefe plants are pro- 
pegated are ingenious and judicious. ‘The 
whole work evinces, that colonel Velley 
poffeffes both fcience and tafte. 

“ Traéts and Obfervations on Natural 
Hiftory and Phyfiology,” by RoBerr 
‘Townson, LL.D. Three of the tracts 
contained in this volume were publithed 
fome years ago at Vienna, in the Latin 
Janguage; thefe are on the refpiration 
and abforption of the amphibia. In 
treating this obfcure and difficult fub- 
ject, Dr. Townfon has evinced much 
acutenefs, and has made fome dif- 
coveries of importance: this praife ap- 
plies particularly to his traét on the re- 
iptration of the tortoife, which fatisfac- 
torily refutes the opinion of the anato- 
mifts who have treated of it before him. 
There is another fubjeét on which the 
doétor uas difplayed much ingenuity; 
this is, the caufe why objeéts appear fin- 
gle, though viewed by both eyes. 

CLASSICAL LITERATURE. 

Tn our laft Retrofpett we noticed “ Mr. 
Morritrt’s Vindication of Homer, in 
Anfwer to Mr. Bryant.” Since that 
nme the veteran champion of literature 
has publithed a reply to the work of his 
youthful competitor, whom he defies with 
confidence and the afflurance of viétory— 
a confidence and affurance which we do 
not hefirate to pronounce prefumptuous, 
M>-. Bryant may have deteéted tome in- 
accuracies and obfcuritics in Mr. Mor- 
ritt’s work; but the main objeét of it, 
the exiftence of the Trojan war, we 
think was fully and fatistaétorily made 
out. Mr. Morritt may alfo have treated 
the fubjeét with a warmth not perfectly 
confittent with the refneét due to Mr.

learning and real tafte.

plate Perfpe&tive Itinerary,’’ which is to 
be continued quarterly, at five fhillings 
each number. The defign of this ele- 
gant publication is to give views of caf- 
tles, abbevs, cathedrals, palaces, man- 
fions, and ruins, drawn from the origi- 
nals, as are beft calculated to perpetuate 
modern excellence and to gratify the ict 
entific tafte of the antiquary. Each pum 
ber contains ten views, and will, in ge- 
nera!, terminate the fubjeét it prot.tles to 
elucidate ; fo that purchafers will not be 
neceffitated to go on purchafing the fub- 
fequent parts.

Mr. W oop has publifhed * The Prin- 
ciples of Mechanics’’ and the * Elements 
of Opties,”’ and the Rev. Mr. Vince has 
publifhed ** The Principles of Hydrofta- 
tics.”’ Both thefe gentlemen are mem- 
bers of the univerfity of Cambridge, and 
thefe are intended as elementary works 
on their refpective fubjeéts. We are for- 
ry to obferve, that in the moft effential 
requifites of elementary works, namely, 
clearnefs and demonftration, mutual con- 
nexion of parts (the lucidus ordo), and 
precifenels of definition, thefe two gen- 
tlemen are deficient. 

“ A Treatife on Spherical Geometry,”’ 
by Joun HowarD, is an important and 
uletul work, and will be found particu- 
larly ferviceable by the tutors of the uni- 
verfity of Cambridge. 

The Dublin univerfity having purchaf- 
ed the colie€tion of minerals contained in 
the Lefkean mufeum, Mr. MITCHELL 
has publithed a tranflation of Karfton’s 
defeription of them. To give our read- 
ers an idea of the importance of this col- 
lection, it will be fufficient to inform them, 
that the number of fpecimens amounts to 
5340. Stee 

“The Abridgement of Dr. Hun. 
TER’s Tranflation of St. Picrre’s Evudes 
dela Nature’ willbe very agrecable to 
thofe who cannot afford to purchafe the 
whole work, Two abridgments have been 
pudlithed.

Dr. Beppoes has publifhed “ Con- 
tributions to Phyfical and Medical Know- 
ledge, principally from the Weft of Eng- 
land,” in one volume, oétavo. The ob- 
ject of this work is to combine and pre- 
terve many valuable facts, which might be 
lott tothe public if the means of intro- 
ducing them to notice were not facili- 
tated.

(Oxygen gas), and on the caufes of the 
Colours of organic Bodies: both by Mr. 
HuMPHREY Davy, who, we under. 
fland, is a young man to whom the care 
of the pneumatic inflitution at Britto! is 
entrufted. Thefe effays do the highest 
credit to the ingenuity and induftry of 
Mr. Davy, and will excite great attention 
among the chemical philofophers on the 
continent as well as in this country. The 
author is a manof genius, and hasall the 
ardour and boldnefs which ufually accom- 
pany genius: whether the ftriking no- 
velties which he has advanced will really 
operate a change in the theory of che- 
mitfiry remains to be feen. We, however, 
cannot hefitate, even now, to expre{s our 


utter difapprobation of any fudden change 


in chemical nomenclature. If names 
fanétioned by the immortal Lavoisier 
are to be changed whencver any chemitt 
thinks he has made a difcovery requiring 
the alteration, we fhallfoon have the con- 
fufion of Babel in the language of che- 
miftry. Nota fingle name ought, in our 
opinion, to be changed till after the mott 
patient inveftigation, the concurrent tef- 
timony of numerous experiments ; and, 
efpecialiy, till the loud cry of chemical 
philofophers thall have proved the necef- 
fity of the alteration. We cannot con- 
clude our notice of this article without 
obferving, that Mr. Davy fometimes 
makes more extenfive inferences from the 
refult of his experiments than they ftrict- 
ly warrant; that he nowand then wattes 
experiments to prove what nobody doubts. 
Nec Deus interfit, ce. 1s a recommenda- 
tion that applies to other things befides 
noctry. He fays, (page 8), “* Since 
Jight and heat are utually concomitant, 
Gince there is rarely a confiderable degree 
of one without the other, &c.”” Weap- 
prehend, there are as many inftances of 
heat exifting without light as with it ; for 
inftance, the heat produced by the mix- 
ture of fulphuric acid and water, and of 
gicohol and water 3 by friétion and per 
cuffion, during the vinous fermentation ; 
and during many metailic folutions. In 
il thefe inftances a confiderable degree of 
heat exifts without any light. We do not 
underftand what Mr. Davy means, by 
faying, “ that in the exhaufted receiver @ 
greater quantity of ether is prefent, 
(page 8). The whole force of experie 
ment J. refts on this point, whether the 
65S particles 
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articles of fteel were really fufed, or ont 
abraded? ‘To prove that light is material, 
he fays, (page 11), “ As the impulfe of 
a material body on the organ of vifton is 
effential tothe generation of fenfation, 
light is confequently matrer.’ ‘This is 
taking for granted the very thing wanted 
tobe profed. In the defeription of the 
third experiment, which is very inge- 
nioufly planned, there 1s fome inaccuracy 
of expreffion relative to the wax : we are 
not told where it was placed: The con- 
fequences deduced do not of neccflity fol- 
low. ‘Had this ice given out caloric 
(he fays), the water on the top of it 
muft have been frozen.” This is not a 
neceflary confequence: water may ‘be 
cooled velow the freezing point without 
freezing, in the fame manner as a fuper- 
{aturated folution of fome falts in water 
will rematy without cryftallifing, till agi- 
tation or fome other caufe determines the 
cryftallifation. We could mention fome 
other inaccuracies and obfcurities ; but it 
would take us far beyond the limits of 
this compendium to treat thefe highly in- 
terefting papers as fully as they deferve. 
We hope Mr. Davy wall republith them 
jn a feparate form. 

Mr. RatpH WALKER, late of Ja- 
maica, has publifhed a “ Treatife on the 
Magnet,” which he, himfelf, feems to 
think of confiderable importance to the 
mariner. He very unneceffarily takes 
the trouble of telling the learned, that 
his work is not meant for them, and that 
it is therefore divefted of the “fe? and 
technical terms of the profetfional philo- 
fopher. “Tne word chapter, we fuppofe, 
he includes among thefe tinfel terms ; for 
he feduloufly avoids to ufe it, and fubfti- 
tutes cafe in its room. This work con- 
tains numerous tables which will be found 
ufeful. 

An anonymous author has publithed 
“ The Obfervation of Newton concern- 
ing the Inflextons of Light, accompa- 
nied by other Obfervations, differing from 
his, and appearing to lead to a Change of 
his Theory of Light and Colours.” The 
very title difplays affe€lation; and, if we 
except this fault, which pervades the 
whole work, we cannot help being much 
pleafed with it, as it contains many new 
and firiking experiments, fome of which 
correct Sir [faac Newton’s original obfer- 
vations. We have little doubt that his 
celebrated theory, part of which has 
been to trequently attacked of late, will 
have to undergo very material alterations, 
if not total change. 

All perfons concerned in linen and cot- 
ton-manufaCories are indebted to Dr, 


WILLIAM HIGGINs, profeffor of che. 
miftry to the Dublin Society, for the pub. 
lication of a very important difcoyery 
namely, that the fulphuret of lime may 
be ufed in bleaching as a fubftitute for 
pot-afh and barilha. It is calculated, 
that in Ireland alone 215,307]. will bean. 
nually faved by this fubftitution, We 
cannot help recommending the condué of 
Dr. Higgins, in publithing his own difco. 
very for the general good, to the imita- 
tion cf thofe perfons who will not even 
fuffer the public to be benefited by the 
difcoverics of others, but obtain patents 
it they chance to become the firfi ac- 
quainted with foreign difcoveries., Al- 
though the great Berthollet fet in fo re- 
markable a manner the example of ditfin- 
tereficdnefs, how many patents have been 
obtained in this country for bleaching by 
his method, with fome trifling variation |! 
Dr. Higgins has prefixed to his effay, 
which is drawn up in the plain and expl- 
cit language neceifary for the mere artift, 
a preface, calculated for the fcientific ex- 
clufively, in which he proves, that fome 
difcoveries of Fourcrey and Vazguilin 
(Vauquclin) had been previoufly an- 
nounced to the public by himtelf. 

‘* Critical Examination of the Firf 
Part of Lavoifier’s Elements of Chemit- 
try.’ This work we underfiand to be 
the performance of Mr. DrumMonD, 
a member of the Britifh parliament ; but 
we cannot vouch for the truth of this. 
The objeét of the work is not to attack 
the whole of Lavoifier’s admirable fyftem, 
but to notice fome of its defects and in- 
accuracies; and in this we think the 
author has in fome meafure fucceeded. 
Not that his criticifms are all of them 
original; on the contrary, he is confi- 
derably indebted to many examiners, who 
have preceded him: it would, however, 
be unjuft not to fay that moft of his orl- 
ginal remarks difplay much philofophical 
ability. 

Mr. Henry Srurzer has publifhed 
a tranflation of the ‘ Elements of Che- 
miftry, by J. F. Jacquin, of Vienna. 
This work is already well known to the 
chemical world. We have to regret that 
the tranflator, who in other refpetts we 
performed his work ably and well, fhoul 
not have enriched his tranflation with the 
many improvements which have _—~ 
made in chemiftry fince the publicatio 
of the original work. --al

account of its contents ; fuffice it t° shat 
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that althouigh nothing of great novelty or 
frft-rate importance is communicated in 
this volume, there is yet a great deal to 
intereft the lover of feience. 

« Experimental Enquiries concerning 
the Principle of the lateral Communica- 
tion of Motion in Fluids, applied to the 
Explanation of various Hydraulic Ptie- 
nomena, by Citizen J. B. Venrurn. 
Tranflated from the French by W. Nr- 
caotson.” The very curious fubject 
of this work feems to have been invefii- 
gated with much care, judgment, and in- 
genuity ; and the refult is, that various 
new and curious faéts relative to the mo- 
tion of fluids are afcertained. The de. 
{criptions are lucid and fatisfaétory ; the 
reafoning is precife and logical; and the 
ftvlz plain and fimple. + is impoffible 
withoutthe plates to give ajuft idea of the 
contents of this valuable work. 

* Refult of two Series of Experiments 
towards afcertaining tlie refpeétive Velo- 
citv of floating Bodies, varying in Form, 
kc.’ by CaiaRtes Gore, Elq. of 
Veimar, in Saxony. Thefe experiments 
are communicated to the fociety for the 
imorovement of naval architeéture, who 
ent the author the machinery employed 
inthem. They are of two kinds: the 
firt have for their obje& to afcertain the 
velocities of bodies of different ihapes 
when drawn through water by a certain 
power; the fecond, the refneétive degrees 
of ftability or power to refitt the preffure 
of the wind while carrying fail. Mr. 
Gore 1s of opinion, that there is room for 
confiderable improvements in naval ar- 
chitecture. 

MEDICINE AND SURGERY. 

Six more numbers, forming a fecond 
volume, have appeared of the “ Medical 
aud Phyfical Journa!.’’ conduéted by 
Drs. BRADLEY and Witiicu. This 
work has received cummunications from 
medical characters of the firft importance 
hot only of London, but of all other parts 
of the kingdom, and cannot therefore 
fail of being in the higheft degree both 
uleful and interefting to every medical 
practitioner who wifhes to be acquainted 
With the aétual flate of the fcicence. We 
Would recommend to the conductors to be 
more feleét in the publication of original 
©mmunications, and more ample in cheir 
extracts from fuch foreign works of im- 
portance as are not likely to come into the 
hands of the generality of their readers. 

rom their hitherto obfcure concifenefs 
on this head we have but a glimpfe inftead 
of a fatisfaQory view of many interefting 
facts. We alfo think that they fhould 
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review medical and phyfical publications 
more at large, and give more ccpious ex- 
tra¢ts than they have hitherto done. 

In 1796 Dr. Canmicuart SmytTH 
publifhed an effay on the “ Effeét of Ni- 
trous Vapour in preventing and deftrov- 
ing Contagion ;” this he has now repub- 
lifhed, with the important addition of nu- 
merous cafes communicated to him chiefly 
by naval furgeons, which tend to confirm 
the antifeptic efficacy of this vapour. It 
Is very extraordinary that Dr. Mitchell 
fhould fuppofe this very fame vapour, 
which, according to Dr. Smyth’s account, 
is the deftroyer of contagion, to be the 
principle itfelf of contagion, and fhould 
of confequence have given to the acid 
which forms it the name of /eptic. Here 
is a very wide diiference, which, as the 
fubjeét is of fuch paramount importance 
to fociety, we truft will be foon fatisfac- 
torily accounted for. We would recom- 
mend to Dr. Smyth toexamine, with the 
utmoft devree of chemical accuracy, the 
nitrous vapour which he empioys in fu- 
ture, and to flate the proportions of oxy- 
gen and azote which it contains. 

“ An Effay on the Caufes, early Signs, 
and Prevention of Pulmonary Confum- 
ption,’’ by Dr. BEDDOEs, is one of the 
moft important medical publications which 
we have feen for a long while; import- 
ant not only to the medical praétitioner, 
but to parents, as it fhows thoie who have 
the care of children how the remote 
caufes of this fatal fcourge may be guard- 
ed again. The defcription which the 
dogtor gives of the painful fymptoms of 
the difeafe is remarkably ftriking, and 
can fearcely be read without thuddering. 
We with we were as fanguine as our au- 
thor with refpeét to digitalis as a cure 5 
but his hope that this difeafe will here. 
after yield as regularly to this medicine 
as ague to Peruvian bark, appears to 
favour of extravagance. Digitalis cer- 
tainly poffeffes the property of render- 
ing the circulation of the blood lane 
guid in a very remarkable degree, and 
will therefore frequently alleviate the 
diftrefiing fymptoms of this difeale. But 
like air with an under proportion of oxygen, 
and like every other fedative, its opera- 
tion is only alleviating : it Ces not atrack 
the unknown fource of the difeafe. Even 
‘f the ulcers of the lungs fhould heal, we 
fear that the caufe which originally pro- 
duced them will continue to operate, and 
to produce frefh ones after - — ie 
appeared to be cured. Betides, * poe 
is a Very dangerous medicine, and, 
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deathif employed by praétitioners in gene- 
ral; all of whom would not proceed with 
the caution and accuracy of Dr. Beddoes. 
Upon the whole, we muft prefer the ex- 
hibition of air with an under proportion 


-of oxygen. 


Various interefting publications have 
made their appearance during the laft half 
year on the fubjeét of the Variole Vac- 
cina, or Cow-pox, the happy fuccefs of 
which difeafe, as a fubftirute for the 
fmall-pox, we have frequently had occa 
fion to notice. Notwithitanding the fiub- 
bornnefs of three thoufand well -attcfied 
faéts, we fear it will be a confiderable 
time before the praétice of incculating for 
this difeafe will become general. It ts 
ecrtainly neither fo painful nor fo loath- 
fome as the fmall-pox, and the rifque at- 
tending it is fo trifling, that no truly af« 
fectionate parent will hefirate which to 
prefer; nor, from the fatisfaétory evi- 
dence which is before the public, can 
there be any doubt but it is a fure de- 
fence againft the fmall-pox. Among the 
mott refpeétable of the faculty, little doubt 
of its utility appears toexift; its general 
and early adoption will, however, in great 
meafure, depend on the courage of pa- 
rents, as practitioners in confined di- 
tricts will hefitate to commit themfelves, 
by recommending a difeate which, in one 
cafe in four or five hundred, has proved 
as virulent as bad cafes of the difcafe 
which it ts intended to prevents It can- 
not, however, be too often repeated, that 
of three thoufand known cafes of vaccine 
inoculation, not one of them has proved 
mortal, and that in the inoculated imail- 
pox the fatal cafes are one in five hun- 
dred. ‘The increafing opinion of the fa- 
culty appears to be, that the qaecine-pock 
isa milder fpecies of the variole. 

[In confeguence of Dr. Jackson’s 
thinking that the illnefs which termi- 
nated the lifeof the late much to be la- 
mented Mrs. Godwin, originated in the 
negleét of fome of the attentions neceffs- 
ry during the puerperal ftate, he has 
publithed ‘ Cautions to Women refpeét- 
ing the State of Pregnancy, the Progrefs 
of Labour and Delivery :’’ but it is an 
altomthing circumfiance, that he has not 
in the courfe of his work flated, what 
thofe fatal omiffions were. The pam- 
phiet, however, is a very ufeful one. 

We have at length fome official infor- 
mation with refpeét to that dreadful 
{courge of America, the yellow fever; 
the College of Phyficians of Philadelphia 
having publithed ‘ Faéts and Obferva- 
tions relative to the Nature and Origin 


of the Peftjlential Fey 
in the City of Philadelphia in 1793, 1793 
and 1798.” From this account it ap. 
pears that this difeafe has been in ever 
inftance imported from the Weg Indies) 
the College therefore recommends fuch 
meafures as feem well calculated to sn. 
vent the poifon from being again futfered 
to enter the country. 

_ Dr. SHERWEN has colleéted and pub. 
lithed, in one pamphlet, “ The Valuable 
Papers on the Difeafes of the Bladder 
on the Ufe of the Cauftic Bougie, and - 
the Schirro-contraéted Reétum,” which 
he had inferred in the Memoirs. of the 
Medical Scciety of London. 

_ Dr. RoLto has publifhed a fecond edi- 
tion of his ‘* Effay on the Diabetes Mel- 
litus,’’ which is enriched by feveral new 
cafes, and contains the continuation of 
thofe which were unfinithed at the period 
of the former publication; he likewife 
prefents us with the refults of the trials 
of fome of the acids in the cure of Jxes 
venerca; and by thefe, the propriety of 
their exhibition 1s much ftrengthened. 

“ A Cafe of Diavetes with an Hiftori- 
cal Sketch of that Difeafe, by THomas 
GIRDLESTONE, M.D.” is the work of 
a Phyfician of much provincial celebrity, 
In the preface, the author acknowledges 
the obligations he owes to Dr. Rello 
and Mr. Cruickfhanks, but thinks that 
the former overlooked fome parts of his 
letter to him: his hittorical fketch of 
diabetes is interfperfed with much clafii- 
cal and appofite quotation. The mode 
of cure which Dr. Girdleftone recom- 
mends, is a ftriét adherence to animal 
diet. The poftfcript contains a cafe, com- 
municated tothe author by Dr, Lubbock ; 
but as it was not a very important one, 
and as its termination was nct known, in 
confequence of the patient having defert- 
ed from the Norwich hofpital during the 
late election for that city. we do net {ee 
the propriety of its inferuon. 

“The Cafe of Elizabeth Woodcock, 
who, during lait winter, remained buried 
under the fnow, with no other fuftenance 
than what fhe obtained by fucking the 
walls of her prifon,’’ has been prefented 
to the public by Tuomas VERNEY 
OxEs, the furgeon who attended her. 
He gives a minute account of all the cir- 
cumftances of this extraordinary cafe : 
rather a pompous manner. His medica 
treatment, which he fupofed to have ter- 
minated in the recovery of his patient, 4p- 
pears to have been judicious: but we urs 
derftand that fhe is fince dead. 


, of Edin- 
Dr. WiLtiamM BUTTE burgh, 
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burgh, has publifhed “A Treatife on 

the Virulent Gonorrhea,’ which he af- 
sxtediv calls the Venereal Rofe: his me- 
ehod of cure in obftinate cafes, which 
refift the common remedies, is to exhibit 
the infpiflated juice of hemlock in dofes 
of ten grains, which, he fays, is a fafe 
and certain cure. This mode of treat- 
ment was communicated to him by Baron 
Storck in 1774. 

Mr. James Parkinson has pub- 
lithed “ Medical Admonitions addreffed 
to Families :’’ but which to us feem more 
calculated for the profetfion, to whom they 
will prove uieful. 

The two Dr. DUNGANS have pub- 
lithed a frefh volume of the * Annals of 
Medicine,” which does not contain any 
thing of great novelty or importance. 

A fecond volume of that highly ufeful 
work, Dr. TRorrer’s * Medicina 
Nautica,’ has made its appearance; we 
have great pleafure in finding that the 
very judicious recommendations of our 
author with refpe¢ct to ventilation and 
cleanimefs, and particularly the infuia- 
tion of thofe attacked by contagious fe- 
vers, have been atrended to on board his 
Majefty’s fhips, and have had the defired 
ede in rendering contagion accidenzally 
introduced eaftiy extinguifhabie. Kur 
we are not a little furprifed at the 
decided oppofition of Dr. ‘frotter to fu- 
migation with nitrous acid gas, which he 
alerts, in direét oppofition to the opinion 
of Dr. Carmichael Smyth, and to the 
teftimonies colleéted by him, which we 
have already noticed, to be not only in- 
capable of purifying foul air, but to con- 
tribute materialiy to its deterioration. 
{tis a dreadful ftroke to the caule of 
{cience, and tends to produce philofophi- 
cal feepticiim, when we find two men 
of talents, and both profefling to have 
evidence from the experience of others as 
well as their own, thus differing from 
cach other tofo c/o. When we confider 
the great attraction of nitrous gas for 
oxygen, we cannot help thinking that it 
mut tend to diminith the preportion of 
this conftituent part of the atmofphere 
inwhich the fumigetions are made; but 
Whether air, with this under proportion of 
oxygen, be more or lefs fit for perfons 
With contagious fevers, cannot be deter- 
mined by mere reafoning. 

“ An Effay on preterving Health, and 
cfattaining to an advanced Age,” con- 
tains fome ufeful precepts, though not 
original, and much entertaining dietetic 
‘nlormaticn, 

“ Remarks on fome of the Opinions of 


the late Mr. John Hunter, by Henry 
CLurreR buck :” this publication con- 
tans a variety of faéts and arguments in 
eppofition to Mr. Hunter's peculi ir Of. 
nions on Lues, and prefent us with eve. 
ral inftrudtive cafes and many practical 
obfervations well worthy of attention, 

Mr. Wartker’s * Memoirs of Me- 
dicine, from the earliett Period to the 
Eighteenth Century,” isa work of me rir, 
and worthy the attention of the medicaj 
ftudent, who ought to be well acquainted 
with what has been done in this {ciciice, 
before he indulges in the prefent rage for 
new fa&s, fome of which will be found 
to have little claim to novelty, and j- 
provements, which frequently are un- 
worthy of rhat title. 

Dr. Witsow'’s “ Treatife on Fe. 
brile Ditcafes” commences with an In- 
troduction, which contains the aurhor’s 
nofology of febrile difeates, not mate- 
rially differing from Dr. Cullen’s, burt 
more corrreét in feveral of the definitions. 
The firft book treats of intermittiag 
and remitting fevers : the fecond of ¢ n- 
tinued fevers. The Brunonian dociiine 
is explained at great length, its defects 
and errors are pointed out, and its merits 
fairly appreciated, With retpect to the 
treatment and cure of fevers, Dr. Willow 
has exhibited the practice of the bef au. 
thors, and his regular reference to thei, 
through his whole work, greatly en. 
hances its value to the young iudent, to 
whom this book may be warmly recoin- 
mended. 

Dr. G. Forpyce, already fo wel! 
known to the world, has publithed “ a 
Third Differtation on Fever.’’ Part 31. 
which willin no degree derogate from his 
well-earned fame. A fifth volume has 
appeared of the “ Memoirs of the Me- 
dical Society of Ucndon. 

Dr. Beppoers has publifhed a “ No- 
tice of fome Obfervations made at the 
Medical Pneumatic Jaftitution,”” which 
in fact is principaly an introduction to 4 
regular account of the inftitution which 
is to make its appearance every quarter, 
under the title of Refearcdes comer ning 
Nature and Man. The mott friking 
part of the prefent pamphict is the ace 
count of the aftonifhing effects produced 
bv breathing the ga'crus oxvd of azote. 

AGRICULTURE. 

“cA general View of the Agriculture 
of the County of Lincoln, drawn up for 
the Confideration of the Board of “Agri 
culture, by the Secretary to the Board, 
bears marks of Mr. Young’s ufual clear- 
nefs of judgment and perieverance $ ¥* 
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as, in the furvey which he made of the 
county, he met with the moft friendly 
encouragement and utmoit candour and 
communteativenefs on the part of the 
perions empleyed in agriculture, he has 
been able to prefent the public with a 
ma{s of information which may be de- 
pendedupon. The refult of Mr. Young’s 
enquiry is, that Lincolnfhire is a fertile 
rather than a beautiful county, though 
he has pointed out fo many picturefque 
beauties in it, as to prove that it is not fo 
devoid of beauty as 1s commonly ima- 
gined;, that the roads are bad; that the 
women are very lazy ‘as they do nothing 
but bring pom children and eat cake,’ 
and that the ftate of its manufaétures is 
very much below par. The volume con- 
tains a map of the foil of Lincolnihire, 
and various other mags, and fome plates. 

“The Practical Planter, &c.” by WaL- 
TER Nicou, is the work of a gentleman 
who has already been employed more than 
ouce by the Board of Agriculture to pro- 
mote its purpotes. The author ftrongly 
recommends thar al! the wafte lands fit 
for the purpole should be planted; for he 
juftly obferves, that we depend now on 
foreign nations for the means of fupport- 
ing cur great national bulwark, the 
navy; that the balance of the timber 
trade is confiderably againft us, and be- 
fore we can raife fuflicient fupplics, may, 
pirhaps, be in favour of our enemics. 
The work is written with perlpicuity, 
and does honour to the author's good 
fesfe, experience, and patrioti{m. 

Mr. BILLINGSLeY has republithed 
fis ‘ General Review of the Agriculture 
of the County of Semertet,” which he 
drew up for the confidcration of the 
Board of Agricuiture in 1795. He has 
sriade feveral amendments, and added the 
remarks of a number of refpectable gen- 
tlemen and farmers of the county. There 
is undoubtedly much valuable and inter- 
efting matter in this publication, but it 
is frequently thrown together in a loote 
and carclefs manner. 

VOYAGES AND TRAVELS, 

We cannot more properly commence 
this article than with the notice of an 
intereftirg work, from which we have 
derived an uncommon degree of infor- 
mation, relative to-the vaft continent of 
America. ‘* Tour through the Untied 
States of North America, the Country 
of the Iroquois, and Upper Canada, in the 
Years 179§, 1795, and 1797. By the 
Duke de la RocHEFOUCAULT LIAN- 
court.” America once formed part 
of the Brigifh empire, but the child grew 


too big to be managed ; and jt mut pe 
owned, now that the lapfe of feveral 
years has rendered us capable of jy ~

rather on the part of the parent than of 
the child. But, though the bands of 
civic union which once united us with 
the Americans are diffevered, there are 
ftill fo many points in common between 
us, fo much political connexion, fo much 
commercial intercourfe, fuch a fimilarity 
of manners, fuch an identity of language, 
that every authentic account of the aétual 
ftate of that rifing people cannot fail of 
being received with eagernefs by the Bri. 
tith public. The author of the prefent 
work is one of the many virtuous and re- 
f{peétable charaéters whom the volcano of 
tae French revolution has thrown from 
its unfathomable crater; and he could 
not, it feems to us, {pend tie time of his 
exile hetter, than in examining a country 
fo gigantic in its natural productions, fo 
boundlefs in its extent, fo various in its 
population, fo peculiarly calculated to at- 
tract the attention of a philofophic mind, 
as the continent of America. The refult 
of the obfervations which he has been en- 
abled to make, by a three years’ prefence 
on the ipot, he has communicated to the 
public im the French language. © Mr. 
NeruMawn has tranflated it into Engith; 
and, in his preface, lays claim to faithful- 
nefs, fimplicity, and corre€tnefs, of Eng- 
lifh phrafeology. Not having feen the 
original, we can only fay, that we are 
not unwilling to admit his firft claim, 
from our conviétion of the juftice of the 
two latter. The author has not only 
filled his pages with information of the 
moft recent and important kind, but he 
has done it in a very ample manner; for 
his work confifts of no lefs than two large 
quarto volumes; which, as they may 1 
fume degree be confidered diftinét works, 
the firfi containing the tour through the 
northern provinces, and the fecond that 
through the fouthern, each illuftrated 
with its appropriate maps, may be pur- 
chafed feparately. The Duke de Liaa- 
court has condu&ted his work very muctt 
on the plan of Mr. Arthur Young 
“ Tour through France and Italy 5° aud 
we find in it the fame minute attention 
to the quality of the foil, the ftate ot 
agriculture, the condition of the hufband- 
man, andthe progrefs of manufactures, 
which rendered the latter gentieman 10 
ufeful a traveller. The prefert work 
contains much authentic information I~ 
lative to other ftriking features of the 


American republic; and is interfperfe 
wit 
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with fo much perfonal anecdote and ad- 
venture, as will make it agreeable even to 
thofe who read for amufement merely, 
We were particularly ftruck by the hi- 
gory of Mr. Johnion, of Virginia, who, 


jn 1790, Was taken prifoner, in confe- 
quence of an artful manoeuvre of fome 
tribes Of native Ludians, as he was de- 
(cending the Ohto, and who, after being 
inthe moft imminent danger of experi- 
encing the dreadful vengeance of Indian 
conquerors, was luckily refcued, and re- 
turned fafe to his habitation at Richmond, 
where our traveller became acquainted 
with him. Mr. Adams is highly fpoken 
of as a zealous promoter of the American 
revolution; for his powers of converfation, 
abounding in farcatic, yet not uncourte- 
cus wit, and for his modeft and retired 
mode of living. This was while he was 
vice-prefident of the United States. We 
are forry to find that Dr. Pricftley has 
not obtained all the refpeé& in America 
which his virtues and extraordinary ta- 
lents entitled him to expeét. We doubt 
there is much truth in our author’s ob- 
fervation, that this people of traders 
would give up all the experiments on air 
for one profitable fpeculation. 

The “ Travels of M. FAUJAS DE 
St. Fonp in England and Scotland,” 
which were publithed at Paris in 1792, 
have been well tranflated into Eng- 
lth. This enlightened and philofophi- 
cal traveller vifited Great Britain in 
1734, before the prefent lamentable ran- 
cour fubfiftted between the two nations, 
and viewed, with a very approving eye, 
the admirable ftate of fuch of our manu- 
fadtures as the jealoufy of trade permitted 
him to infpeét. He gives a very lively 
and interefting account of the eminent 
charaéters to whom he was introduced ; 
particularly of Sir Jofeph Banks, Dr. 
Prieftley, Mr. Whitchurft, Mr. Caval- 
lo, and Mr. Sheldon.- -The- account of 
an anatomical preparation of a young 
lady, of whom the latrer gentleman had 
deen the lover, and which he keeps in 
his bed-chambev, is uncommonly ftriking. 
No one can read without pleafure the ac- 
fount of our traveller’s introduétion to 
Dr. and Mifs Herfchel: indeed, there 
are continual marks of the goodnefs of 
is heart, as well as the foundnefs of his 
judgment, and the livelincfs of his ima- 
gination, He frequently laments, with 
the utmoft poignancy, the fevere fate of 
his Philofophical friends who have fallen 
under the bloody axe of the revolution. 
The main obje&ts which M. de St. Fond 
had in view were mineralogy and natural 
tory, of which perhaps there is ra- 
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ther too much for readers in general - 
but his animated defcription of the cave 
~ — cannot fail of intereflin 

ody. . 

Mis PLUMPTRE has prefented the 
public with a very excellent traniiacion 
of “ Marthiefon’s Letters from Vérious 
Parts of the Continent, between the 
Years 1785 and 1794." We are vlad to 
find that this lady has turned her attention 
to fomething betdes German mlays, with 
which we have in truth been furfeited. 
The moft interefiing part of thefe letters 
1s the account of the vreat living Hiterary 
characters of Germany. The author 
lavithes his praife too indifcriminately, 
and his opinion -mutt therefore be received 
with caution. He eives fome uncom. 
monly lutereiting anecdotes of pertons tn 
France, which he vifited iminediately 
after the inftitution of the Republic, 
anecdotes Which will make the hearts o! 
every friend of liberty to glow. Ar the 
end of the volume are given three origi- 
nal letters from our countryman Gray to 
ChariesVon Bonftetten, bail!ic of Nion, in 
the canton of Rerne, Written in more than 
his ufual qiierulous ftyle of defpondency. 
Matthiefon himfelf is a poet; but it ts 
rather unfortunate that Milfs Plumptre 
fhould have attempted the tranfation of 
one of his poems. 

Since the hazardous expedition of the 
French to Egypt and Syria, and the very 
interefting account pubdlithed by Mr. 
Eton of the Turkifh empire, the public 
curiofity has been eagerly attracted to 
thefe countries: hence the avidity with 
which the narratives of BROWNE aad 
SONNINI have been received. They 
are both of them folid and fcienttiic, 
but certainly rather dull works. Mr. 
Browne is, we underftand, a gentleman 
of education and fortune, and, conle- 
quently, his expofing himfelf to the very 
great. rifque which invariakly attends 
Frank traveilers in thefe barbarous and 
fanatical regions is the more to be won- 
dered at. Mr. Browne arrived in Egypt 
in January 1792, and fpent the whole of 
that year, and part of the next, In €X- 
ploring the wonderful works of nature, 
and ruins of works of art, which that 
once celebrated country ftill contains. In 
May 1793 he began his African journey, 
in the courfe of which he arrived at the 
kingdom of Dar-Fur, tll then abtolutely 
unvifited by any European trave.cr, and 
thus rendered the mof effential fers ice to 
the geography of Africa. In this curl- 
ous and interefting country he was com- 
pelled by the fultan to remain three 
years, and was thereby preventea from 
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penetrating farther to the fouth or weft, 
as he had intended. In 1797 he vifited 
Syria; and, after remaining there fome 
months, procecded to London by way of 
Conftantinople. Mr. Browne has altered 
the orthography of many of the towns 
through which he patied : Damuietta Is 
Damiatt, Rofetta Rafchid, Joppa Yaife, 
and Cairo Kahira. The greatett ufe of 
this Journey las been to re¢tify fome con- 
fiderable miftakes of major Rennel, and 
other geographers, who had before treat- 
ed of this impertcéily explored country. 
{ft ought to be obferved, that this work 
is occifionally tinctured by the new phi- 
lofophy, and contains paffages of an Anti- 
chriatian tendency. M. Sonnini was an 
coginecr in the French navy, and em- 
ployed by the old government of France ; 
which, if we way believe our author 
(vol. TE. p. 230), had the fame defign of 
toloniing Egypt which the republic has 
fince carricd into efivét, to explore that 
country, and bring as minute an account 
#s poflible of all chat it contained worthy 
of notice. It is faid that his account af- 
hited in determining the direétory to put 
that remarkable projeét into execution. 
The work was not publifhed at Paris ull 
the prefent year, fo that Dr. Hunter, 
who has prefented the Englith public 
wath a tranflation, has at leat the merit 
ot celerity and indufiry. The contratt 
between the political fentiments of the 
author and the tranflator is very ftriking : 
the furmer takes every opportunity of al- 
luding, with enthufiaftic admiration, to 
the French revolution, and to the Egyp- 
tian expedition of Bonaparte; the latter 
prefixes to his tranflation an almoft 
idolatrous dedication to Mr. Pitt, and 
mfufes continually into his notes antidotes 
againft what he deems the poifon of the 
text. In this account of Egypr there is 
too minute an attention to natural hi- 
fiory for the general reader. The author 
made an expedition to that part of the 
Liovan defert which is called the defert 
ot Nitrta, or Saint Macarius, and gives a 
mott diigutting piéture, of the Cophtic 
monks, who -srefide in the convent of 
Zaidicl Baramous; but every thine he 
fays on religious fubjects mutt be receiv - 
ed with caution, as, from feveral paflages, 
he appears to be deftiture of religion. His 
account of the Saade, or ferpent-eaters, 
is curious, and thows what a Circe fuper- 
ition ts: hut the mof novel and ftriking 
defeription is that of certain operations 
practited in Egypt on females, which are 
detailed, both in the original and in the 
tranilation, with a minutencfs which had

the bapk quite unfit for the parlour wi. 
dow. From the circumftance of Mourat 
Bey having come in competition With 
Buonaparte, the anecdotes relating to 
him will of courfe be read with avidity 
A portrait of this warrior is prefixed to 
the fecond volume ; befides which, there 
are feveral maps and engravings illugra. 
tive of the work. We cannot {peak ver 
highly in favour of the tranflation ; it has 
now and then fome mi(conftruétions 
which are almoft ludicrous. 

Mr. Prarrt, after publithing three 
volumes of his ‘ Gleanings” on the Con. 
tinent, has added a fourth, which con. 
tains the commencement of his gleaning 
in this country. We are ygivente under. 
ftand that this volume, which contains 
only part of Norfolk, forms but the be. 
ginning of the author’s defign. If tie 
fequel be carried on with the fame te- 
Clows garrulity as the commencement, 
the public wili have reafon to with that 
Mr. Pratt had never formed the defign 
of gleaning in England. The part of 
this work which will the moft interett 
the reader, is the account of an inter- 
view which this gleaner had with an 
amiable and moft eccentric chara¢ter, 
Henry Lee Warner, Efq. the proprietor 
of Walfinghem Abbey: however afto- 
nifhing his peculiarities may appear, We 
have reafon to believe the defer:ption is 
not at all exaggerated. The country 
about Cromer is fingularly beautiful, and 
had it been gleaned by a man of taite and 
judgment, would have yielded fomething 
befides poppies. 

‘Letters from Italy, between the 
Years 1792 and 1798, by Mariana 
STARKE,” form a work which, though 
it poffeffes no literary merit, ts very m- 
terefting at the prefent moment, from 
the extraordinary circumftances which 
occurred during the author’s refidence i 
Italy. Mrs. Starke prefents us witha 
view of the revolutions in that country, 
from the capture of Nice by General An- 
felm in the autu un of 1792, to the €x- 
pulfion of Pius VI. from the ecclefiatt'- 
cal fate. Our author is evidently — 
hoftile to the French caufe, which the calls 
that of blafphemers, regicides, and = 
bers; but, exceptin afew inftances, os a 
trcated its partifans with candour. she 
acknowledges to have witneffed the a 
fery of Savoy under the old governmem's 
and we are therefore the lefs furprifed ’ 
the favourable reception the French re 
with in that country. Whether 2 
Savoyards have had reafon to repent . 
their conduét we know not; but we aie 
much fufpeé that both in France a? he 
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che conquered countries, however in the 
frit, the caufe of liberty has been vio- 
jared, and in the latter national inde- 
endence deftroyed, and in both the for- 
tunes of the opulent injured, yet that 
the great bulk of the people, particularly 
the farming intereft, have been greatly 
benefited by the revolution. If Mrs. 
Starke be correét in her ftatement of the 
re{pective forces of the oppotcd powers 
in Italy, at the commencement of the 
campaign of 1796, we fhall have a higher 
opinion than ever of the tran{cendent mi- 
litary talents of Buonaparte. The Auf- 
trians, Sardinians, and Neapolitans, are 
faid, by her, to have amounted to 200,000, 
while the French were barely 56,000, of 
whom many were worn down by dif- 
eafe, and finking under every fpecies of 
privation. We can hardly credit the ac- 
cufation made againft the duke of Braf- 
chi, the pope’s nephew, of having, ‘ for 
the lucre of gain, engaged to feed and 
clothe the French army.’’ We learn 
from Mrs. Starke a new fact reipeciing 
Buonaparte, that his courage, like that of 
the Turks, depends on his belief in pre- 
deftination. After the various accounts 
we have feen in the newfpapers of the 
excefles of the French foldiery, we are 
not a little furprifed to learn from Mrs. 
Starke, an eye witnefs and not at all in- 
clined to favour them, that * their be- 
haviour was fo orderly, that their ap- 
proach foon ceafed in the eyes of Italy to 
be an objeét of dread.””> When Coni, an 
impregnable fortrefs and the key of 
Turin, was, through unaccountable in- 
fatuation, given up to the French, Buona- 
parte had not three rounds of powder re- 
maining in his camp, nor any artillery 
proper for carrying on a regular fiege : 
this fortrefs, as well as the others which 
were ceded at the fame time, contained 
fuch an abundance of ftores and ammuni- 
tion, as fupplied the French with ample 
means to preferve their conquefts. After 
a rapid detail of the military events which 
occurred during her flay in Italy, Mrs. 
Starke proceeds to give an account of the 
Feligues of antiquity and the matter- 
pieces of art Which adorn this intereft- 
Ing country. That part of the work 
Which contains ‘abraliions for the ufe of 
invalids and famijies who vifit Italy, and 
May not be inclined to incur the expence 
attendant upon travelling with a courier, 
isvery ufeful.

“A Treatife on the Laws of Bills of 
“xchange, Checks on Bankers, &c. by 
Josten Cuitry, Efg. of the Middle 
Movtury Mac. LIV, 
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Temple,” is a work not at all inferior to 
the many others which have preceded it 
on the fame fubject. But why add to 
their number, unle(s any thing new can 
he faid > 

“ The Lord Thanet’s Cafe confider- 
ed,” by Wittram Firt H, of Lincoln’s 
Inn, Eg. Berrifter at Law. It is well 
known that a douot having arifen, whe- 
ther the judgment in the cofe © this nos 
bleman was fpecific or dependent or. the 
will of the court. and this doubt having 
produced a difference of opinion among 
the great law officers, the chief juftice 
Tequefted publicly the affiftanc: ‘ the 
bar, to aid him in determining thie quef- 
tion: in confequence of this call, Mr. 
Firth, a young barrifter, has laudably 
employed much induftry in fearching for 
precedents, and has given the refult in 
the prefent publication, together with 
much clofeand logical reafoning. to prove 
that the judgment of the court wos dif- 
cretionary. Mr. Firth has a very in- 
genious argument to eftablifh this point, 
namely, that the omiffion of the word 


| firike in the indiétment, though it con- 


tains beat, bruife, wound, and ill-treat, 
apparently fynonymous, but not having 
precifely the fame meaning with the 
former word, was fufficient to exempt 
Lord Thanet from the fevere corporal 
punithment which the crime of ftriking 
—coram domino nojlro rege, incurs. 
This is one of the niceft diftinétions we 
ever recolleét to have feen made: a Man 
of common knowicdge of language .in- 
not weilconceive how one can beat another 
without ftriking him; but che framers of 
indiétments ought to have an uncommon 
knowledge of language. This pamphlet 
is written with great good fente, and 1s 
fingularly precife and clear. 

Dr. Roprnson has publifhed a “ Re- 
port of the Judgment of the High Court 
of Admiralty on the Swedith Convoy.” 
Judgment in this caufe, fo interefting to 
the commercial world, was pronounced by 
Sir William Scott the rith of laft June. 
Tt is not eafy to beftow too much praife on 
the judge for the able and fatisfactory rea- 
fons which he gave as the foundation of 
his judgmen:. It is with pleafure we 
learn that Dr Robinfon means to con- 
tinue thefe reports. 

A fecond volume has appeared of 
« Juridical Arguments and Collections, 
by FRANCIS HARGRAVE, Eiq.; it is 
needlefs to fpeak of the merits of anv 
thing that comes from the pen of this 
great lawyer. The prefent volume con- 


tains three arguments, delivered ‘ the 
< @ Ourt 
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Court of Chancery againft the will of 
the late Mr. Thelluffon being eftablithed, 
—an opinion on Mr. Perry’s commit- 
ment by the Houfe of Lords for a breach 
of privilege—an opinion of the effeéts of 
the king’s pardon of perjury—an opinion 
in the Walpole cafe, on the fubjeét of 
mutual wills—two opinions in the cafe of 
lady Dacre, againft the dowager lady 
Dacre, on the conftruétion of a will— 
and an opinion on the petitions of the 
nabob of the Carnatic. Mr. Hargrave has 
given, in an appendix, fome account of 
Mr. Thelluffon’s life, by which it ap- 
pears that this gentleman came to Eng- 
land an alien, with no more than ten 
thoufand pounds fortune, and that, be- 
fore he died, he had acquired a fortune 
of feven hundred thoufand pounds, and 
had three fons members of the Britith 
parliament. : 

“ Who'll change Old Lamps for New ? 
or a Word or Two concerning the Cler- 
gy and their Provifion :”’ is a tract writ- 
ten in de‘ence of the maintenance of the 
clergy by tythes, which the author 
deems a fundamental law of the kingdom. 
We think his quaint title an unfortunate 
one, as the queftion fo triumphantly put 
admits of a very obvious anf{wer. 

POETRY. 

‘The Caldron, or Follies of Cam- 
bridge, a Satire,’ lathes with deferved 
feverity the fathionable follies and vices 
of that univerfity. The progrefs of 
free-thinking and atheifm is deplored. 
Hume, Gibbon, and Voltaire are warmly 
attacked for their fhare in fpreading the 
evil. 

* Cupid and Pfyche. a Mythological 
‘Tale from the Golden Afs of Apuletus.”’ 
It is not a little extraordinary that fo 
elegant atale as the prefent fhould not 
have been before prefented to the Englith 
public in a fuitable dreis,—that of poetry. 
Mr. Maurice, in one of the volumes, 
we recollcét not which, of his Indian 
Antiquities, has tranflated part of it in 
profe; and Mr. Thomas Taylor, the 
well-known Platonift, has publithed a 
tranflation of the whole. Though writ- 
ten by Apuleius in profe;-yet from 
the richnefs of its language, the pro- 
fufion of its imagery, and the pencil 
of fire, with which it traces the ad- 
ventures of Pfyche, it feems more {uir- 
ed to the genius of poetry. Accord- 
ingly we nnd that La Fontaine did 
not think it beneath him to puhiith a 
poem, imitated from it in the French 
language ; and all perfons of tatte will

gentleman in qgueftion poffefies confider 
able poetical powers ; and though we can. 
not fay we have read his work with the 
fame intereft as the very pleafing original 
we have yet received a very great degree 
of gratification. His poetry is in general 
chafte and fimply elegant, occafionall 
beautiful ; but there are fome weak and 
fome faulty lines, and the whole poem 
is obfcure from its abrupt tranfitions, and 
from a want of fufficient adherence to 
the original. We queftion whether thofe 
who had not previoufly read the original 
would comprehend the ftory in the imi- 
tation. 

Lady Manners has publitheda poem 
called ** Review of Poetry, Ancient and 
Modern,’ which difplays confiderable 
knowledge of the different poets, whom 
fhe notices with judicious difcrimination, 
and a well-cultivated mind. 

_ Piétures of Poetry, Hiftorical, Bio- 
graphical, and Critical,” by ALExan- 
DER THompson, Efq. The author 
means to take a view of the progrefs of 
polite literature from the earlieft period 
to the prefent time: the prefent poem 
contains the execution of a part of this 
plan. It includes a period of eight hun- 
dred years, beginning with a fketch of 
the court of Solomon, and ending with 
that of Ptolemy Philadelphus, and is 
chiefly occupied with the literature of 
Greece. The firft piéture is the lyric 
poem of Solomon and Sheba, which con- 
cludes with an animated defcription of 
the celebrated trial faid to have been 
made of Solomon’s wifdom by the queen. 
The comparative utility of didaétic and 
heroic poetry, exemplified in a conteft 
between Homer and Hefiod, forms the 
fubje&t of the fecond piéture : however 
much difpofed we may be to go through 
the whole of this highly interefting poem, 
we are forbidden by the limits of our 
article. 

‘‘ Tnnovation’ is a poem, which, 
though not avowed, is known to be the 
produétion of Mr. Gisporne. It has 
confiderable merit ;:and though we are 
not difpofed to join in the common-place 
cry againft the attempt to ameliorate the 
condition of fociety, which 10 1s now the 
fathion to ftigmatife with opprobricus 
epithets, we muft acknowledge that the 
author has manifefted candour and di 4 
crimination In his attack. 

We cannot fay fo much for the af 
thor of “ Bubble and Squeak, 2+ 
“ Crambe Repetita,” which, though not 
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five. Much the fame may be faid of the 
«“ Unfexed Females,’’ which is a violent 
attack on thofe who have afferted the 


Rights of Woman, fuggefted it appears 


by a paflage in the Purfuits of Literature, 


and like that work difgraced by notes, fill- 
ed with perfonal abufe of the moft cauftic 
nature. The author has difcovered im- 
purity in the ftudy of natural hiftory, 
and has dwelt with much complacence 


and indelicacy on the fubje&. To thofe, 


whofe foul imaginations can thus create 


impunity where none exifted, we fhall on- 


ly fay, Hons fort qui mal y penfe. 

“ Grove Hill, a deferiptive Pcem, 
with an Ode to Mithra,’”’ by the author 
of Indian Antiquities. In this poem 
Mr. Maurice has given awell-defigned 
and highly-coloured picture of Dr. Lert- 
fom’s villa at Camberwell. But maieriem 
fuperat opus ; and we cannot help regret- 
ing, that the great talents of Mr. Mau- 
rice, fo often mifapplied, fhould alfo in 
the prefent inftance have failed to meet 
with a fubjeét worthy of them. The 
poem defcribes, in rich and glowing lines, 
the grove leading to the houfe, the gar- 
den, the houfe and library, the temple 
of the Sibyl, the cottage, and the various 
other ftriking features of this beautiful 
{pot. Each defcription is illuftrated by 
an exquifite wood-engraving, executed 
by Anderfon, who promifes to excell all 
his predeceffors in this line. Mithra is a 
republication, with confiderable additions, 
of a former poem. 

** The Pleatures of Hope, with other 
Poems,” by THomas CAMPBELL. This 
exquifite poem is the produétion of a 
young man of twenty, who, if we may 
infer any thing from this aftonifhing early 
effort, will probably rank with the firit 
poets of this country. Here we find none 
of the faults of young writers ; no imbecil- 
lity, compenfated for, indeed, by occafion- 
al flathes of genius; no extravagance ; no 
fickly fentiment ;--no- mererricious_ orna- 
Ment ; but an uniformly correct and majef- 
tic ftyle, lofty and virtuous fent:ments, and 
pathos of the moft touching kind. We re- 
Joice that this youth of genius glows not 
Witha poetic fire alone, but witha generous 
ardour in the caufe of freedom: moft 
cordially do we fympathife in the fine 
firain of indignation which he pours 
forth againft the oppreffors- of Poland: 
We fhould rejoice if we could join in his 
hope, that the freedom of that unfortu- 
hate country will yet be reftored. Of 
France, he fays nothing; indeed, Hope 
elf quits its anchor in that tempeftu- 
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ous ocean of giddy politics, in that incef- 
fant wheel of revolutions. —The fecond 
part of this poem is on the beft hope of 
man, that of immortal blifs; and fo {ub- 
lime and impreflive is the conciufion, that 
we cannot refrain from adorning our 
pages with its laft lines. 


“Eternal Hope ! when yonder {pheres fublime 


Peal’d their firfi notes to found the march of 
time, 


Thy joyous youth began—but not to fade. 

When all the fitter planets have decay’d, 

When wrapt in fire the realms of ether glow, 

And Heav’n’s lait thunder thakes the world 
below ; 

Thou undifmay’d fhalt o’er the ruin fmile, 

And light thy torch at Nature’s funeral pile !’”

Mr. Browne’s “ Inkle and Yarico” 
isa dull and feeble pocm. The author 
fhou'd not have feleéted fo thread-bare a 
fubjeét. 

*“ The Art of Making Tea” is a 
poem, which, though it does not rife 
above mediocrity, will afford pleafure dur- 
ing an idle half-hour. Perhaps it would 
have been as well if the author had attend- 
ed to his own precept— 

“ Keepthen, directed by falubrious fears, 
Your tea nine minutes, and your piece nine 
years,” 


Mrs. West, the authorefs of fome 
novels refpectable for their good fenfe and 
morality, has publifhed a volume of 
<¢ Poems and Plays’? which will pot de- 
tract from her reputation. 

«© Rome at the Clofe of the Eighteenth 
Century!!!’ a poem, with notes, hy 
Henry TresuaM, Efq. R.A. This 

oem contains the moft fulfome adulation 
of the fovereign on the throne of Great 
Britain. Since the chivalrous exertions 
of the emperor of Ruffia againft the com- 
mon enemy, we fhould have thought 


~ that the moft decided anti-jacobin would 


allow that there was more than one crown- 
ed head who aéted right ;—but Mr. Tre- 
fham informs us otherwite. 

«© Gebir’”’ is the produétion of no com- 
mon poet: the autior hes unfortunately 
chofen for the ground-work of his poem 
anold romance, obfcure, nay, almoft un- 
intellivible ; but there 1s a tpirit and fire” 
pervading the whole which we rarely 
meet with in modern poetry. The poet's 
perfonal fentiments feem to be as lofty as 
his poem. If there are now in Fagen sar 
men of tafte and co whe wiil app 1s 
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his poem he is content; he will call for a . 


divifion, and thinks he fhall count a ma- 
jority. We do not pretend to afcertain the 
number of men of genius in England— 
certainly we fhould reckon the prefent 
author as one ; but an arrogance fo con- 
temptuous is infufferable, even in a man 
of genius. 

The ftory of “ Lodon and Miranda,” 
a poem, by RoMAINE JOSEPH THORN, 
is the moft cornmon place that can weli be 
imagined, and is tedioufly and heavily 
dragged through four thoufand lines. if 
it be true that *‘ they were written in 
four months,” we think Mr. Thorn 
* {pared too many hours from bufinefs.”’ 

“ Poems by Epwarp ATKYNS 
Bray,” contains fome ballads, which, 
though they imitate -too clofely other 
poets, particularly Burger, are- yet en- 
titled to much praife. 

A new edition has appeared, with ma- 
ny additional notes, of “ Mr. Drum- 
MOND’s Tranflations of the Satires of 
Perfius.”’ 

Mr. Murpny has publifhed an imita- 
tion of the thirreenth Satire of Juvenal, 
under the title of the ** Force of Con- 
{cience,” which will not detract from his 
reputation. 

Mr. Soutrey has publithed the firtt 
volume of a work, which, underthe title 
of the “ Annual Anthclogy,” is defign- 
ei to contain fugitive pieces of poetry, 
which the authors not thinking proper to 
publifh feparately, wifh thus to preteat to 
the public. We fcarcelv ever iaw a col- 
le€tion of this kind fo unequal in merit as 
the one before us. The volume com- 
mences with an ode full of originality, 
Pindaric fublimity, and, it muft be added, 
obfcurity. We do not think Mir. Southey 
has increafed his reputation by his own 
pieces, which appear im this collection ; 
he ieems to have prefented us with the 
emptyings of his port-folio. The Mock 
Elegies of Mr. SHUFFLEBOTTOM are 
mafter-pieces in their way; we recolleét 
to have been highly delighted with them 
when they appeared, many months ago, 
inthe Morning Poft. Mrs. Orre’s little 
poems are fimple and elegant. We were 
much pleated with the Addrefs to Twi- 
light. Of the other pieces contained in 
this volume we can only fay, that they 
had better have remained intheir authors’ 
defks. If Mr. Southey fhould continue 
this work, we heg leave to remind him 
that his duty is to cull flowers. 

Petrer Pinpar, by the publication 
of his “ Nil admirari,”’ has given another 
proof that an author may write too much

NOVELS AND ROMANCEs. 

“ The Sufferings of the Family of Or. 
tenberg ”’ has been tranflated by the Rey, 
P. WILL, from the German of Kotze- 
bue, and is an extremely interefting and 
pathetic tale. It abounds in thofe delicate 
ftrokes of feeling which do fo much ho- 
nour to the heart of Kotzebue: it de. 
{cribes with confiderable humour the hypo- 
crify of Mrs. Xantippenthal, and the mean- 
nefs and fenfual exceffes of fome German 
fanatics. The charaéter of Captain 
Sturm is admirably drawn and fupported ; 
and, without being a fervile imitation, 
breught ftrongly to our recolleétion our 
old friend Uncle Toby. Since reading 
Robinfon Crufoe, in our juvenile days, we 
do not recolleét to have been {o interefled 
in any adventures as in thofe of Nicholas 
Ortenberg. The uncertainty concerning 
the fate of the elder Ortenberg is admi- 
rably kept up to the end. Upon the 
whole, we can recommend this as the bett 
of Kotzebue’s novels which we have yet 
feen tranflated. We cannot fpeak highly 
of the tranflation, which is frequently 
coarfe and vulgar: the original, which 
we happen, to have read, is remarkably 
polithed and elegant. We regard the 
{binning out of Kotzebue’s two volumes 
into three as an impofition on the Englith 
pubic. nage 

“ fldegerte, Queen of Norway, 5 
another work of the fame author: It's 
a romance illuftrative of the chivalrous 
bravery of the northern nations, Inter- 
{perfed with the doétrines of the o- 
mythology, and written in the ftyle o 
Offan. Mr. THOMPSON, the tranflator, 
has done juftice to his original. os 
Thompfon has alfo prefented the pubitc 
with a fpirited tranflation of a very i 
ry ftory, called “ The Ring, or the Mer- 
ry Wives of Madrid.” —" 

~ The Family of Halden”’ 3s a hig ed 

interefting novel, tranflated from ~ 
German of Auguftus la Fontaine. a 
tranflator tells us in his preface, that re 
author has acquired the appellation of the 
German Fielding ; we think he mue 


more refembles Goldfmith. bag 
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reat deal of humourin this novel, as well 
gs eloquent defcription. The love fcene 
between Louifa and Hennig, on the lake, 
js nearly equal to any thing Rouffeau has 
ever written. We objeét to the hatred 
of Mrs. Halden to her fon Hennig as un- 
natural and improbable. The charaéters 
of the major, the ‘chamberlain, and the 
old negociating count, are admirably 
drawn. 

“ The Fairy of Misfortune, or the 
Loves of Oétar and Zulima,’’ has been 
very well tranflated from the French. It 
is a pleafing performance, and-of a very 
moral tendency. 

“Men and Manners” is the produc. 
tion of Mr. Laruom, and much tuperi- 
or to any thing he has yet fent into the 
world. .We begin to have hopes that he 
will prove no contemptible novelift. 
There are fome original and wel!l-drawn 
characters; many attempts at humour, 
and occafionally fuccefsful ones. With 
much incident, though not much intereft, 
it contains many improbabilities : the im- 
prifonment of Rachael is avery ftriking 
one. The language is frequently grotsly 
incorrect, and the flory is too muca fpun 
out. 

** Melbourne”’ is a novel in three vo- 
lumes, by the author of Deloraine. 
Though it cannot boaft of originality of 
fiory, it has fome interefting perionages, 
and inculeates very found principles of 
morality. 

“The Jefuit’? is a novel of fuperior 
merit. Anthony Babington, who is well 
known in hiftory as the accomphce in a 
plot in favour of the perfecuted Mary, 
avaintt her cruel coufin, is the hero of 
the work. He is tiie fon of a morofe and 
gloomy fanatic, educated by a Jefuir, 
father Ballard, and continually watched 
over by him in nis maturer years. The 
Omniprefence, and feemingly fuperna- 
tural agency of this man, very much re- 
jfemble a character in the Ghoft Seer. 
Excited both by religious fanaticifm and 
by a paffion for Lady Maria Stuart, a fup- 
poied daughter of Mary by Bothwell, he 
engages to affaflinate Elizabeth ; and, the 
plot being difcovered, by, the vigilance of 
her minifters, he falls a viétim to his trea- 
fon. very powerful intereft is exctted 
aud maintained during the whole of the 
work. The horrors of the civil war car- 
ried on by the league in France, and the 
allaffination of Blois, feem as if defcribed 
y an eye-witnefs. Thofe who are fond 
©! Davila will have an inde(cribable plea- 
Aure in becoming thus familiarly acquaint- 
ed with Mayenné-and the Guifes. We 
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cannot finifh our notice of this novel 
without exprefling, in the moft decided 
manner, our difapprobation of the at. 
tempt which (when we confider the ex. 
traordinary anti-catholic rancour which 
has appeared in fome late noted publica. 
tions ) we fear lurks within it, of exciting 
again that f{pecies of religious animofity 
which all good men muft hope to have 
annihilated. It is of no avail to the 
proteftant caufe to expofe the cruelties 
of Mary, when cruelties, precifely of 
Were perpetrated by 
Elizabeth. As this is the produétion of 
a lady, we are {urprifed at one or two 
rather indelicate paffages. 

The “ Charite and Polydorus’”’ of the 
celebrated BARTHELEMY, which was 
lately peblithed at Paris, with others of 
his pofihumous works, has been welt 
tranflated into Engiith. This is a verg 
fimple fory, founded on the plan of the 
old Greek romances; and is a very flate- 
ly performance, with which it is as im- 
potlib'e to be warmly pleafed as to find 
fault. 

‘The Spirit of the Elbe” is a ro- 
mance abounding in wild and extrava- 
gant fentiments, expreficd in very inflated 
language. In a word, quite in the ftvle 
of jome of the German performances, 
with which our indefatigable tranflators 
have deluged the public. 

“ The Orphan and Heirefs of Sir 
Gregory”’ is an hiftorical novel, the ob. 
je&t of which is to throw an odium on 
the partifans of the parliament during 
the celebrated contett with Charles [. and 
particularly on Oliver Cromweil. 

Mrs. HELME, the authorefs of “* Lou- 
ifa, or the Cottage on the Mo tT, 
which was rather a favourite perform. 
ance in irs day, has publifhed “ Albert, 
or the Wilds of Strathuwern,” which is 
a novel of very refpeétable mediocrity. 

We cannot fay more of “ Dettimation, 


- ¢ eeata a ’ 9 
‘or Memoirs of a private Family, by 
Crara REEVE, 


Had this lady con- 
tented herfeif with publishing “The Old 
Englifh Baron,” how much greater would 
have been her titerary fame. | 
The Migs Les have publithed a third 
volume of their very pleafing ‘* Canter - 
bury Tales,’’ which contains two, the 
Officer’s and the Clergyman’s. They 
are boih very affecting ‘tories, but Fa 
ther too fimilar in their Bround-work. 
In our laft retrofpe& we recomended 
thefe ladies to be lefs Aorid in their dice 
tion ; but we do not perceive any ~ 
terial improvement in this reipett. Ge- 
neraliy correét, frequently csegant, f° 
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fiyle (particularly Mifs Sophia’s) is fome- 


times turgid, and even cbfcure, from being 
overloaded with ornament, proceeding 
from a paifion for fine writing. We truft 
po will bear in mind, in future, that 


real beauty conlifis in fimnplicity. 

We are forry that Mr. Witiram 
WENNINGTON fhould have given him- 
felf the trouble of tranflating from the 
German, MILTENBERG’s * Man of Na- 


ture.”” Its extravagance, imprcbability, 


and, in many inftances, indelicacy, ren- 
der it a very unworthy prefent for the 
Englith public. 

A tranflation has appeared of Madame 
de GeNLIs’ * Young Exiles, or Corre- 
{pondence of fome juvenile Emigrants,” 
which will highly intereft young readers, 
and may be fafely put into their hands, 
being unexceptionable in point of mora- 
lity. 

We fhould have fearcely have been 
induced to mention Mr. Proby’s “*My- 
fterious Seal,” but to expre(s our furprite, 
that a perfon who wrote fo refpeétable a 
pamphlet as was this gentleman’s aniwer 
to Mr. Godwin thould have produced fo 
contemptible a novel. 

Mifs Gunnina’s “ Gipfey Countefs” 
is an interefting and well-told tale of do- 
meftic manners. ‘The character of Julia 
ts well drawn. The language throughout 
is {pirited, and generally correét, and 
many of the fentiments arc original, and 
happily applied. 

We fthall conclude this article with 
“"The Travels of St. Leon,’ a novel, 
by Wittiam Gopwiy, which will 
probably excite the public attention in a 
very high degree. Mr. Godwin’s grand 
objeét has been wovelty, and this he has 
Ccrtalaly attained; but at the expence, 
not merely of probability, but of poffibi- 
lity itfelf. The chimerical dreams of al- 
chemy are here fuppofed to be realifed, 
and even exceeded ; for the hero poffeffes 
the power, not only of {crting old age at 
defiance, but of creating gold. The al- 
chemifis never profefled to do more than 
to tranfmute cther metals into gold ; but 
St. Leon, in circumftances in which no 
other metal is at hand, creates heaps of 
gold fuficient to gratify the rapacity of 
avarice itielf. However, if it be poifible 
for the reader to forget the impoffibility 


of the principal events on which the hic _ 


fiory hinges, he will find parts of this 
novel of the moft ftriking and interefting 
hind. If he is poffeffed of a fpark of 
feeling, he cannot fail to contemplate 
with delight the exquifite charaéter of 
Marguerite, and to experience a glow 


of admiration at the high tone of fen. 

timent and noble conduét of Chatles 

Difapproving, as we have done in the 

moft decided manner, thofe parts of Mr 

Godwin's Political Juftice which faci. 

ficed the private affeétions on the altar 

of univerfal philanthropy, we cannot hel 

rejoicing that his candid imind has experi. 
enced fome. change on this fubjeét, and 
admiring the franknefs with which he 
avows the alteration. Moft cordially do 
we agree with him, “ that philanthropy 
is a godlike virtue, and can never be too 
loudly commended, or too ardently en- 
joined 5’ but “ natural affeétion winds 
itfelf in fo many folds about the heart, 
and is the parent of fo complicated, of fo 
various, and fo exquifite emotions, that 
he who fhould attempt to diveft himfelf 
of it will find that he is divefting him. 
felf of all that is moft to be covered in 
exiftence.”’ Sentimenzs of fimilar ten- 
dency occur in Various parts of the novel, 
and will, we truft, tend to arreft that 
flood of obloguy with which the author 
of * Political Juttice’” has of late been 
overwhelmed. It is not new to cefcribe 
the evils attending gaming ; but we never 
recollect.to have feen its pernicious effeéts 
exemplified in fo ftriking and fo mafterly 
a manner as in this novel. We were 
particularly ftruck with the final {cene of 
St. Leon’s gamirg career, though we 
think his wandering about Paris after- 
wards an obvious imitation of Emilius, 
after the difcovery of Sophia’s infidelity. 
The principal moral of the work, which 
fhows that the poffeifion of boundlels 
Wealth produces, inftead of happinels, 
the moft exquifite mifery, 1s unexcep- 
tionable ; but we highly difapprove Mr. 
Godwin’s putting his peculiar fenuments 
on religion in the mouth of St. Leon. 
They are as unnatural in a catholic noble- 
man of the fixteenth century as they are 
untrue and pernicious in themtclves. 
With refpect to. the literary merit of 
this novel, it appears to us various _ 
unequal. There are many paflages 0 
the moft glowing eloquence. Mar- 
gucrite’s expoftulation with her hufband ; 
St. Leon’s-extaty when tirft put in pol- 
feffion of the fatal fecret ; the deferiprion 
of his fenfations when he firft drinks the 
elixir of life, and finds his body, broken 
cown by his continement in the eer 
of the Inquifition, again animated with 
the glow of youth; are matter pred 
Bur, in general, St. Leon 1s but Cale 

Williams in new circumftances; oF) FT" 
ther, it is the folemn, fententious, verbole 


Mr. Godwin, throughout. We did wr 
expee 
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expect to have found in an author, who, 
in his “ Effay on Engltth Style,” ex- 
amined the works of others with fo cri- 
tical and microfcopic an eye as to detect 
faults where others faw beauties, the in- 
accuracies which have forced themtelves 
upon us, even when we were in great mea- 


fure abforbed by the intereft of the ftory. - 


We have likewife been compelled to ob- 
ferve fome curious inconfiftencies and 
contradiétions. St. Leon enters not into 
adetail of the ftranger’s fecrets, becaufe 
he was forbidden—he was equally for- 
bidden even to mention the ftranger. 
Vol. [f. p..103, he fays, ‘* It is no mat- 
ter that thefe pages fhall never be fur- 
veyed by other eyes than mine ;”” and at 
page 243 he talks of his readers, and an- 
ticipates their objeétions. The immor- 
tal St. Leon talks of being fubjected to 
ignominious death, of ltis whole fpecies 
combining to murder him! We appre- 
hend that thefe trifling blemifhes in what 
isupon the whoie a mafterly work are the 
coniequence of too great hurry for publi- 
cation. An author of Mr. Godwin’s ge- 
nius and talents ought to write more tor 
pofterity than for the exifting generation, 
THE DRaAMa. 

In this department, as in that of no- 
vels and romances, our patriotifm has to 
regret that the works of foreigners have 
excited much more of the public attention 
than thofe of our own nation. At no 
period has the Englith ftage been at fo 
low an ebb as during the laft few years. 
Inftead of the happily-imagined and well- 
connected fable, the brilliant and witty 
dialogue, the yis comica and the oviginal 
and highly-finithed charaters which once 
Were to be met with in Englifh comedy, 
we have now nothing but worn-out flo- 
res, trite incidents, unmeaning buttle, 
miferable puns, cant phrafes, and hack- 
heyed characters, whofe. infipidity is in- 
lupportable. Eyen-that great dramatift, 
Whole efforts, few though tiey have been, 
will enfure him a brilliant and eternal re- 
putation, feems to give up the caufe, 
either from defpair of equalling his former 
works, or from difguft at the want of 
tafe in the public, and condefcends to 
borrow. the production of a foreign au- 
thor which, as we fhall have occafion 
to obfetye in the courfe of this depart- 
ment of our review, he has not at all 
mMproved. With refpeét to this fup- 
Poled want of tafte in the public, we 
Cannot help thinking that it is merely an 
éxcufe made by duthors for their own in- 
sbility to offer any thing worthy of the

wig What is She ?”’ is a comedy which 
did not fucceed on the flage: we know 
not why, for it is certainly fuperior to 
many which have had their run. It 
lathes feverely fome fathionable follics— 
follies which our pofterity will fearcely 
credit, fhould indeed this play reach pott- 
evity. If it fhould keep its place on 
the fhelf of our libraries, it will be oa 
the fame principle that we keep pic- 
tures painted in Queen Elizabeth’s time, 
for the fake of wondering at the abfurd 
dreffes of our anceltors. 

Mr. HoLMan’s “ Votary of Wealth,” 
if confidered as one of the great mats of 
Englifh comedies, hardly reaches medi- 
ocrity, but holds a high rank among the 
productions of the day. The ftory is 
interefting, the characters, though not 
new, weil fupported, and the moral un- 
exceptionable and highly neceflary to be 
inculcated at the prefent day, when the 
temple of Plutus is fo taronged with 
afpirants, that we find men of confider- 
able fortune making neck-or-nothing 
{peculations for the fake of increahng 
their wealth: but the language is flat and 
{piritlefs, and is very deficient in wit, 
though not in attempts at this fearce ar- 
ticle. 

Mr. Couiman has publifhed “ Feudal 
Times,” a drama in two atts, which was 
performed during laft winter. Not har- 
ing been prefent at the exhjbition, we 
cannot fay what effeét the mufic and the 


fpefacle may have produced: if they 


are good, we are forry they were not 
accompanied by a better drama. 

Mr. Reynowps’ “ Laugh when You 
can,” whatever it may ¢o on the Rare, 
produces very little laughter in the cloicr. 

Sighs, or the Daughter,” a comedy 
whica met with delerved tuccels on Me 
Haymarket theatre, is altered frcm a 
drama of Kotzebue, by Mr. PRINCE 
Hoare, who has, it moft inttance, 
ditplaved judgment and tafte in his al- 
terations. In this age of anti-Jacobiniim, 
it is clear, from his preface, what were

The 
eant words and phrafes of the prefent 
day are clumfily mingled with the trite 
favings of that age. 

“ The Cafile of Montval,’’ by the 
Rev. I. S. WHALLEY, is a tragedy 
which, owing to the incomparable atting 


of Mrs. Siddons, was well received art- 


Drury-Lane theatre, and has fince been 
publithed. The flory on which this play 
is founded is a very interefting one, but 
the author has no clatm to praife for its 
Invention, as he acquaints us that the ua- 
natural event a€tually occurred in France 
fo late as 1783. It very much refembles 
a part of the ftory of the Robbers, for it 
confifts in the imprifonment of an old 
count by his fon in a fubterraneous dun- 
geon for feveral years; yet this deteft- 
able parricide, who is every moment con- 
cious that he is murdering by piece- 
meal the author of his days, is made a 
fufficiently amiable character to win the 
affections of a woman of extraordinary 
difcernment ard judgment. This is furely 
very unnatural. At leat half of the cha- 
racters which Mr. Whalley has crowded 
into his drama are unmeaning and in- 
fipid: the language is in the beginning 
feeble and languid ; it, however, rifes 
with the progrets of the drama; but even 
in the pathetic fcene, which concludes the 
piece, we could point out fome objeétion.- 
able paffages. 

In noticing the numerous produétions 
of the prolific KoTzERUE, which his in- 
dofatiyable tranflators have prefented to 
the public during the lat half year, we 
fhall begin with the ‘ Virgin of the 
Sun,” and * The Death of Rolla,’’ 
which are rendered important by their 
connexion with Mr. Sheridan's Pizarro. 
Having in our lat retrofpe& noticed the 
firft of thefe, we have here only to ob- 
ferve that, befides the two Englith tran{- 
latiens there mentioned, another has 
fince appeared by James LAWRENCE, 
Kiq. “ The Death of Rolla” was in- 
tended by its author as a feguel to the 
“ Virgin of the Sun.’ In the firft play 
we faw Rolia proflering to give up his 
palfion jor Cora becaule fhe preferred 
Alonzo ; in the prefent drama we find 


the Peruvian hero fill a&tuated by his. 


love for Cora, in the firft inflance offer. 
ing to facrifice his life for the fafety of 
her hufband, and in the end a@tua!ly fa- 
crificing it, while refcuing her child from 
the hands of the mercilefs Pizarro. Both 
theie pieces contain great beauties and 


great faults: the Death of Rolla” we 
think the preferable drama. 

Three tranflations of it have made their 
appearance ; one by Mifs Piumprre. 
another, and a more fplendid one, by 
Mr. Lewss ; and a third by Mr. Dur. 
TON. On this laft tra.flator we have to 
remark, that although he may be more 
competent to tranflate from the German 
than any of the perfons whom he fo 
rudely attacks, yet that the coarfe 1. 
baldry and indelicate allufions contained 
in his notes are very contemptible and 
difgufting. This drama, “ The Death 
of Rolla,” which excited unbounded ap. 
plaufe at Vienna, Mr. Sueripan has 
adapted to the Englith ftage under the 
title of “* Pizarro,” and the great emo- 
lument which this piece produced to his 
theatre may, in fome degree, compen- 
fate for the fmallnefs of the addition it 
has made to his literary reputation. No. 
thing cowld be more unfortunate than the 
change of heroes which Mr. Sheridan has 
made. The refined and almoft {piritual 
love of Rolla makes him the natural 
heto of a drama, calculated to delight ro- 
mantic and exalted imaginations. ~ Pi- 
zarro and the Spaniards are but inferior 
agents, and ought not to have been made 
the moft prominent figures on. the can- 
vafs. For the fake of this abfurd alter- 
ation, the intereft of the drama is leffened, 


and the truth of hiftory violated in the 


moft flagrant manner. It was not un- 
natural to fuppofe, with Kotzebue, that 
the Spaniards might meet with a repulfe 
before they attained their final object ; but 
to murder the conqueror of Peru, and to 
make the Peruvians triumphant, 1s too 
grofs a perverfion of faéts to be tolerated. 
Notwithftanding this grand error, it 
would be unfair not to acknowledge that 
Mr. Sheridan has frequently improved 
parts of this drama. Confidering the 
political obloquy with which he has lately 
been overwhelmed, we admire the dex- 
terity with which he has engrafted his 
loyal clap traps. The celebrated —_ 
which he has put into the mouth 0 
Rolla is a mafter-piece of eloquence, but 
we think not well adapted to the general 
of the ufurper Ataliba. ‘The particular 
circumftances of the times may, perhaps, 
tolerate this excrefcence on the ftage, ‘but 
it ought not to have been inferted in oo 
printed play which is intended for polte- 
rity. The beautiful fonnet which Cora 
fines, when watching over her fleeping 
child, cannot fail of delighting every 
mind, awake to.the charms of poetry 


feeling, : 
, Kotzebue ; 
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Kotzebue’s “* Self Immolation’’ has 
been tranflaled by Henry Newman, 
Efq. and is one of the author’s moft in 
terefting dramas: it is well calculated for 
the modern ftage, and has been adapted 
to ours under the title of * Family Di- 
ftrefs.”” 

Mifs PLuMPTRE has publifhed a 
tranflation of Kotzebue’s ** Force of Ca- 
lumny,” which, though it may not a& 
upon the feelings fo ftrongly as fome of 
his produétions, bears the characteriftic 
marks of his genius, and excites a power- 
ful though a calm intereft. Its morality 
is excellent, fince its chief objeét is to 
prove that happinefs is not to be attained 
amid the glare of courts, and the fordid 
buftle of moft active employments, but 
in the domeftic peace and domeftic com- 
forts of thofe bleft with a decent medio- 
crity of fortune. 

Kotzebue’s ‘* Widow and the Horfe”’ 
has been tranflated by Mifs PLumprTrReE, 
and adapted to our ftage by Mr. Dibdin, 
we think in both inftances needle(sly, as 
it appears to us to be a drama of very 
inferior merit. 

“The Falfe Shame” of Kotzebue, 
which has been prefented to the Englith 
public by an anonymous tranilator, a- 
bounds in a more ufeful and more gene- 
rally applicable morality than any of his 
productions. We with there had been 
lefs complexity, and that Flaxland’s 
falfe Joame, the fhame of retrenching 
expences to a level with his circum- 
ftances, had been the only one attacked. 
The fcene in which he gives up his falfe 
fhame at the inftance of his amiable wife 
is excellent. We with that thofe perfons 
who are continually denouncing Kotze- 
bue as an immoral writer would read this 
play— We fhall content ourlelves with 
barely enumerating the other plays of 
Kotzebue, which have- been tranflated 
during the Jaft half year.—** The Cor- 
ficans.”—** Poverty and Noblenefs of 
Mind,” by Maria Geifweiler—* Peevith 
Man,” by C. Ludger, Efq.— La Pey- 
roufe,”” by Mifs Plumptre, and by Mr. 
Thompfon, But it is not to Kotzebue 
dione that our tranflators, have cor fined 
themfelves : Leffing, Goéthe, and Iffland, 
three other German dramatifts, have 
fo been made to contrioute to our 
emufement.— The School for Honour, 
or the Chance of War,” is a comedy by 
the firft of thefe; it was formerly tranf- 
‘ated in Englifh, with the title of the 
Baronefs of Bruchfal. or the Difbanded 
0 flicer, and has now been again tranflat- 
ms i poffeffes much merit. 

““ONTHLY Mac. LIY. 
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“ Goetz of Berlichingen with the Iron 
Hand,” is a tragedy by Goetue, the 
celebrated author of the Sorrows of Wer- 
a This drama, which is faid to be 
Written in imitation of Shakfpeare, is 
admired with enthuGafm by the Germans, 
who regard the principal chara¢terg as 
one of their national heroes, It has’ the 
common fault of all German produétions, 
that of diffufenefs and pee even to 
tedioufnefs ; but it abounds in thofe true 
firokes of nature, in thofe {cintillations 
of genius which might be expeéted in the 
piece of fo great a mafter. The fublime 
and poetical defcription of a comet, the 
terrific wildnefs of the gipfey fcene, the 
terrible juttice of the fecret tribunal, and 
the tender pathos of the conclufion, will 
be réad with the higheft degree of intercit. 
We think this one of the mceft ftriking 
plays of the German fchool. 

Two of IFrLanp’s plays have made 
their appearance in an Englith drefs; 
“©The Lawyers,” tranflated by Mr. 
LuDGER; andthe “ Forrefters,” by Mifs 
BeLt PLumpPtTre, fiftertothe lady who 
has tranflated fo many of Kotzebue’s dra- 
mas. Wecannot fpeak very highly of 
either of thefe as dramatic performances : 
they are very moral, rational, good kind 
of pieces, but are tame and fpiritlefs 
when compared with thofe of Kotzebue. 
There are, however, one or two fcencs 
in the Forrefters extremely pathetic. Not 
only the Germaf but the Danith drama 
has been reforted to by our induftrious 
tranflators, 

“ Poverty and Wealth,” a comedy by 
P. A. HEIBERG, has been tranflated by 
Mr. Wiison: the plot of this drama is 
extravagant, but the morality is unex- 
ceptionable. , 

“ True Patriotifm, or Poverty enno- 
bled by Virtue,’’ and “ Neither’s the 
Man,” by Mr. Honronp, are two Eng- 
lith dramas which do not rife above me- 
diocrity. ' 

Mr. Potrpory}, an [ralian mafter in 
London, has publifhed Iwo dramas in his 
own language, ‘* Ifabella”’ and “ Ger- 
nando,” which have have fome merit. 


MIscCELLANIES. 


“ The Travels of Antenor in Greece 
and Alia,” tranflated from the French of 
E. F. LANTIER ; this work is written in 
imitation of the celebrated travels of Ana- 
charfis, but is very inferior to its proto- 
type. The work of Barthelemy inftructs 
while it delights: the moft that can be 
faid of M. Lantier’s is, that it may 


amufe thofe who are not very refined in 
6U their 
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their taftes. But even the whole of this 
merit, fuch as it is, does not belong to 
the author, as he has laid many preced- 
ing writers, Voltaire in particular, under 
contribution. No book can be put with 
more advantage into the hands of young 

erfons than the Travels of Anacharfis, 
om thofe of Antenor contain fome licen- 
tious paflages, which render it unfit to be 
entrufted to them. 

“A Mifcellany by S. WHYTE and 
his fon E. A. WuyTE:”’ the principal 
article in this colleétion is a vindication of 
the charaéter of the late Mr. Sheridan, 
from an attack made on him by Dr. 
Johnfon, probably never meant to be 
made public; but which the indifcreet 

arrulity of Mr. Bofwell had refcued 
a oblivion. 

Mrs, SHERTDAN’S “ Ode to Patience” 
has confiderable merit. This mifcellany 
alfo contains an attempt to trace the ftory 
on which the Myftertous Mother was 
founded, to its origin, which appears to 
us very unimportant ; and proves, what 
every body knew before, that Burger’s 
Leonora refembles an old Englith ballad. 
‘There are many other articles which 
evince the authors to be men of readin 
and ingenuity, but which we think hard- 
ly of fufficient confequence to entitle 
them to publication. 

“The Royal Tribes of Wales,” by 
Puinir Yorke, Efq. of Erthig: this 
is a very fenfible and judicious work ; 
and although parts of it are neceffarily 
dry, it is occafionally enlivened by ‘anec- 
dotes and hiftorical information, which 
will intereft the general reader. A cu- 
rious article of this work is the genealogy 
of his prefent majefty George the Third, 
which is traced through all its ftages, up 
to Cadwalader, the laft king of the Bri-. 
tons, by which it appears that he is the 
right heir in lineal fucceffion to the Bri- 
nth, Cambro-Britith, Ang!o-Saxon, An- 
glo- Norman, Englith and Scottith kings. 

** The Works of Sir Wa. Jones’”’ 
occupy fix quarto volumes, and are pub- 
lithed by his widow, who appears to 
have been entrufted with his manufcripts 
for the purpofe of publication. Befides 
thefe MSS. the prefent colleétion com- 
prehends all the works which were pub- 
lithed in the life-time of the author, and 
Lord Teignmouth’s difcourfe, delivered 
before the Afiatic Society in Calcutta, in 
May 1794, which gives a very full ac. 
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count of his enlarged views and liter; y 
labours. It was our intention to have 
taken an ample notice of this moft fplen 
did publication: but in turning over the 
pages we have already written, the num. 

er of them alarms us, and we yield relic. 
tantly to the f{ummons which commands Us 
toretire. It is fcarcely neceffary to add 
that thefe volumes contain an invaluable 
treafure of eaftern {cience, philology, and 
hiftory, and that few can read them with. 
out intereft and advantage. 

The “ Walpoliana’’ form two elegant 
little volumes: thefe anecdotes, &c. col- 
leéted by a gentleman of the firft tafe 
and talents, have, many of them, contri- 
buted to enrich the pages of our journal, 
To the number, the editor has now 
‘added others, together with various frag- 
ments of original letters, chiefly on fcien- 
tific or literary fubjeéts, from the pen 
of Horace WALPOLE, of whom “a 
biographical fketch’”’ is given “in fu- 
gitive crayons,’ which, if we may form 
a judgment from the refemblance, was 
certainly drawn from life. Two vign- 
ettes, one of Strawberry-Hill, and the 
other of its noble owner, adorn the title 
pages of thefe volumes, which contain, 
moreover, fac-fimilies of the hand-writ- 
ing of the Earl of Orford and of Mr. 
Gray the poet. 

We are very glad to find that Major 
OusELEY goes on with his “ Oriental 
Colleétions :’’ four more numbers are 
publithed, which bring the work down 
to December 1797. They contain much 
curious and interefting matter. 

The laft publication which we have to 
notice is “ Pantographia,” by EDMUND 
Fry, Letter- Founder: this fingular 
work contains copies of all the known 
alphabets in the world, with an explana- 
tion in Englith of the peculiar force of 
each letter. In order to avoid {welling 
the book to too great a fize, the author 
confines himfelf to thofe forms alone 
which are in common ufe, omitting thofe 
minute variations which are only found 
in particular infcriptions. He treats very 
little of the hiftory of the different alpha- 
bets, referring to thofe authors who had 
before treated of this point; thts barrenne's 
we very much lament. In other refpeéts 
the work is well executed, and muft have 
cot Mr. Fry great labour and no 1ncoBe 
fiderable expence.

HISTORY. 

« Journal,. ou Témoignage de |’ Ad- 
‘utant-General Ramel,” &c. Journal, 
or Teftimony, of Adjutant-General Ra- 
mel, Commanding-Officer of the Guard 
of the Legifiative Body of the French 
Republic, and one of thofe tran{ported 
to Guiana, after the 18th Fruétidor (4th 
Sept. 17975) containing alfo a Variety 
of Faéts relative to that Day, and the 
paflage to, ftay at, and efcape of fome of 
the Exiles from the Colony. With a Chart 
of Guiana. Leipfick, 1799; 1 vol. 8vo. 

We are told by Ramel, that he occu- 
pied the poft of adjutant-general of 
the army of the Rhine, when orders were 
received by him, from the dire€tory, to 
repair to Paris, and take upon him the 
command of the guard of the legiflative 
body ; a fituation to which he had been 
invited, in confequence of a vote of the 
two councils. His corps, which was at 
firft compofed of 800, had been lately di- 
vided into two batallions, of 600 men 
each; and the author no fooner found 
himfelf initiated in his new office, than 
he commenced areform, as a great num- 
ber of the foldiers had ferved the conven- 
tien in the fame capacity. His conduét on 
this, and many other occafions, gave great 
difguft to the Jacobins, and even to the 
directory, who, however, made him an 
offer of another poft, and even an ad- 
Vancement in rank, provided he would 
give in his refignation. 

A few days before the grand cataftrophe, 
an unufual degree of vigilance was made 
ufe of by thofe employed to guard the 
leviflative body, A fatal fecurity, how- 
ever, prevailed among the members.them- 
ielves ; and, even on the morning before 
their expulfion, Emery, Dumas, Van- 
blanc, Trongonducoudray, and Thibau- 
dau, akhough forming- part of the_op- 
polition, protefted loudly againft the fu- 
ipicions that had taken place, and the 
terror that had feized on the public mind. 
Their fecurity was fo great, that they re- 
ured before. midnight; but, within an 
hour after this, Ramel received orders to 
repair to the minifier at war, and Jearn- 
ed, atthe fame time, that feveral columns 
of troops had entered Paris, and that the 
oficer to whom the charge of the cavalry 
Was confided had withdrawn his corps, 
and two pieces of cannon, in confequence 
of orders from General Angerau. 

At three o’clock Ramel was fummoned, 
“in the name of the direétory,”’ to allow 
1500 men to pafs the bridge, ‘“‘ as they 
Were entrufted with executing the orders 





of government.”’ He was at the fame 
tue affured, by an officer who had for- 
merly ferved along with him, that his 
grenadiers were already furrounded by 
12,000 men, and qo pieces of cannon. 

On this he inftantly repaired to the 
Thuilleries, and found the generals Pi- 
chegru and Villot in the apartment def- 
tined for the commiffion of infpeétors. 
He now difpatched meffengers io Laffon 
Ladebat, prefident of the Council of An- 
cients, and Simeon, prefident of the Coun- 
cil of Five Hundred, and renewed his in- 
junétions to the officers on the advanced 
pofts not to withdraw without an order 
In writing, figned by his own hand. A 
few minutes after this, he received inti- 
mation that the iron gate of the bridge 
had been forced ; that the divifions of An- 
gerau and Lemoine had effeéted a junc 
tion ; that all the pofts were turned and 
overawed by a fuperior force ; and that a 
battery of cannon was direéted againft the 
hall of the Council of Ancients. Being 
now reduced to fo critical a firuation, and 
perceiving that there was only one poft 
leading to the Council of Five Hundred 
that held out, the adjutant-general de- 
manded orders to relieve the referve of 
grenadiers, and repulfe force by force. 
The deputies, however, refufed their at- 
fent, obferving, “ that all refiftance was 
ufelefs,”’ and prohibited him from fring 
a fingle mufket. At half paft four o'clock, 
general Verdiere fignified to the legifla- 
tors, that he had orders to oblige them to 
leave the hall, and carry the keys to the 
direétory. This produced a long alterca- 
tion; but, as the officer intrulted with 
this commiffion obferved “ that he did 
not come there ¢o del:berate,”” all oppoli- 
tion was in vain. 

At half an hour after five in the morn- 
ing, Ramel received a written order fram 
general Angerau, commanding him to 
retire with his guard to the guaid Cray; 
but he refufed to obey ; and not being 
any longer able to keep up 4 communica 
tion with the committecs, wich st 
blocked up by the a troo} : 
he waited for the orders of tne CV 
rie. anes until this’ period, had re 
mained faithful; but a captain now eX- 


ay 
: ere not Swiis! 
claimed, “that they were not Swiis 


and a licutenant obferved, “ that he had 
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are rogues, and oughtto be exterminated !”’ 
Eventhe fecond in command propofed tolay 
down their arms; and, in a few minutes 
after, Angerau appeared at the head of 
four hundred officers, exclaiming, “ Vive 
la republique ?’ Thefe were accompa- 
nied by fume of the moft’ noted revolu- 
tionifts, fuch as Santerre, Roffignol, Pa- 
che, &c.; and Ramel was arrefted, with- 
out the leaft interference on the part of 
his corps, as he laboured under the iufpi- 
cion of being a royalift. 

After being treated with great harth- 
nefs, the adjutant-general was com- 
mitted to the Temple, where he found 
the reprefentativesPichegru, Villot,D’ Au- 
chy, Jarri, Lamettrie, La Rue, Bourdon, 
and Dumas. Several others arrived foon 
after: and, at midnight, the minifter of 
the police brought Barthelemy, the di- 
rector, thither alfo. 

After a fhort imprifonment, they were 
conduéted, to the number of fixteen, to 
Rochelle, in four carriages, fortified b 
bars of iron; and treated with the utmoft 
rigour during the journey, being often 
obliged to flcep on ftraw in the jails. In 
the courfe of their p2flage to Cayenne 
they experienced the molt mortifying 
contempt, and the moft indignant treat- 
ment, having been fed with horfe-beans 
and hard bifcuits, the latter of which was 
full of infeéts,while the former was ufually 
covered with hair and filth, and ferved 
up in a bucket ! 

On their arrival at Cayenne they were at 
firft received with confiderable kindnefs; 
but they foon experienced great cruelty 
on the part of the governor, and were 
fent to Sinamary, onc of the moft unhealthy 
{pots on the American continent, where 
they were lodged in huts, fimilar to thofe 
of the negroes. 

At length the death of fome of their 
companions, and the tyranny of their op- 
prefiors, determine? them to make their ef- 
cape to the neareft Durch fettlement. The 
members of the Council of Ancients, how- 
ever, refufed to leave the colony, as the 
would thus expofe their eflates to confil- 
cation, and deprive their families of all 
means of fuccour. Ramel, Pichegru, Bar- 
thelemy, Villot, &c. determined, at all 
events, to make an cifort for their libera- 
tion; and, accordingly, by means of a 
fmall fithing-boat, and the affrflance of 
an American failor, they at length found 
means to reach Surinam, the governor 
of which treated them with the utmoft 
hotpitality. After a varicty of adven- 
tures, they arrived at one of the Englifh 
fettlements, whence they were fent home 


in the Weft-India fleet, and an; 

Deal on the. 21ft of September, se 
the anniverfary of their departure from 
Rochefort. 

Having repaired to Sheernefs, in a cyt. 
ter, general Pichegru, who was extreme. 
ly ill, fet out for London that fame da 
and his companions foon followed him 
thither, After a fhort refidence in this 
capital, they expreffed a with to re. 
turn to the continent, and were accord. 
ingly furnifhed with proper paffports by 
our government. 

It is evident from this, as well as the 
fucceeding work, that the party tran{port- 
ed from France was compofed of royalifts. 
This, however, cannot apologife for 
banifhment without conviétion, for un- 
neceffary cruelty during the paffage, and 
for barbarous treatment on their arrival 
in a peftilential climate.

{peétors “to attack the dire€tory, and 

lace three of the members, viz. Barras, 
Rewbell, and La Reveillére Lepaux, in 
a ftate of accufation.”” The majority, 
however, being compofed of temporifers, 
oppofed the projeét. One member faid, 
“ The conftitution will be fufficient for 
our defence.” To this general Villot re- 
plied : “ the conftitution will be of no 
avail againft cannon ; and it is with thefe 
that they will oppofe your decrees.” 

“ The foldiers will not be on their 
fide !"” 

“< The foldiers will be on the fide of 
thofe who command them. If you do 
not decide, you are undone.” 

“©The attack of the dire€tory 1s t00 
perilous an enterprife!” cries another. 
‘“ There is not a fingle redoubt to be 
taken,”’ rejoins Villot, “ and I wil] un- 
dertake it.” Pichegru and La Rue alto 
declared for violent meafures; but they 
were out-voted, and nothing was at 
tempted. On the preceding day, two

cred repaired to Carnot, with an ew" 
tion to perfuade him to take part nen 
his colleagucs: bur he obferved, —_

he faw the royalifis behind the ¢ .

moment you attack any one member of 

the directory, I fhall inftantly join my- 
felf to him.” 

In the mean time, notice was brought 
to the infpectors of the two councils, that 
the Direétory was preparing to feize 
them. On this, Bourdon de l’Oife, who 
had formerly been a decided republican, 
and was weil acquainted with revolution- 
ary movements, exclaimed, with indigna- 
tion, “ You will never be able to repel 
bayonets with a cuirafs of paper! [ 
know but one way that promifes fuccefs, 
and that is, to march ftraight to the 
Luxembourg, and bring away the heads of 
the confpirators.”’ 

“ He is drunk !”” cried a member, ve- 
ry cooly: and inftantly refumed a differ- 
ration on the merits and efficacy of the 
conftitutional aét. 

At ten o’clock at night, a deputy of 
the Council of Five Hundred went to 
confult Barthelemy. “ I am certain,’’ 
obferved he, ** that three of my colleagues 
are preparing a plot; but they are not 
yet ready, and will be unable to do any 
thing for four or five days to come.” 

This affurance completed the triumph 
of the party of the exdormeurs, and they 
inftantly retired to their beds. 

Before the alarm gun was fired, the 
triumvirate gave orders to arreft the two 
airectors, Barthelemy and Carnot: this 
critical and delicate bufinefs was not con- 
tided to any Frenchman, but to a Ger- 
man, who held the rank of adjutant-ge- 
neral inthe fervice of the republic. The 
firft of thefe, who had retired to reft after 
playing a game at cards, was feized with- 
out any difficulty ; but the latter was more 
fortunate ; for he efcaped through the fi- 
delity of afervant; and, notwithftanding 
the reports to the contrary, is fuppofed 
to be ftill alive. 


The fortunate efeape-of -feveral of _ 


the prifoners from Guiana to Suri- 
nam has been ftated above. No fooner 
Was this event kncwn to the command- 
ant of Sinamaray than he treated the 
Cxiles who remained with ftill greater 
mgour than before. It happened, how- 
ever, very fortunately for them, that 
eannet, the governor of Cayenne, had 
about this time received inftructions to be- 
Nave to them with more humanity, Ac. 3 
he accordingly complied, i” part, with the 
orders of the direétory. Their fituation, 
Mdced, although far fosen being comfort- 
adie, was much better than that of one 
hundred and ninety-three frefh exiles, 
“Qo arrived in the Decade, Among

thefe were feveral noted thieves, who had 
been allowed to mingle with men whofe 
moral charaéters were unimpeachable, 
and who only differed in refpeét to poli- 
tical tenets with their oppreffors.

Of the fixteen tranfported by the cor- 
vette la Vaillante, the particulars of 
whofe treatment are to be found in the 
former work publithed by Ramel, eight 
remained at Sinamary, of whom the ux 
following ended their days there:

Of thofe that ‘till furvive, viz. Mar- 
bois and Laffond Ladebat, the former 
was lately attacked with a fever, which 
lafted eighteen days. Thus, the morta- 
lity among the exiles, in the courfe of one 
year, is tutheir number as 735 to 8, or as 
72 to 803; in other words, according to 
this reckoning, a fingle perfon will not 
have remained alive in the courfe of four- 
teen months. ' 

It muft afford great fatisfaction to eve- 
ry humane mind, that the furyiving cx- 
iles are to be permitted to return to 
France; andit is to be heped, that, after 
fuffering {uch a variety of nardfhips, they 
will be allowed to end therr days in peace.

Whether we confider the time that 
this pamphlet was publithed, or the per- 
fon by whom it is written, it muft be 
allowed to be a curious produétion ; and 
it has not become lefs interefting in con- 
fequence of the revolution fo recently 
effected by Buonaparte. 

Were it not for the name prefixed to 
the title-page, this would undoubtedly 
be confidered as the production of a royal- 
ift, who, under the affumed veil of can- 
dour, is zealous for the re-eftablifhment 
of monarchy. The author allows that 
the republican form of government is the 
moft beautiful and excellent of ali others; 
but he contemplates it as an abftraét 
theory, a kind of vifion that can never 
be realifed,’and confiders the words /- 
beriy and equality as very charming, but 
very dangerous expreffions. 

Boulay maintains, that no nation was 
better calculated for a republican regi- 
men than the Englifh during the middie 
of the laft century, as no people has 
ever fo well undefftood the theory of go- 
vernment, the balance and diftribution of 
powers, and every thing appertaining to 
the reprefentative fyftem. In addition 
to this, the Englifh republic was efta- 
blifhed on a firmer foundation than the 
French, and rendered ftill more formi- 
dable in the eyes of other ftates. Now, 
in his opinion, the caufes that contribut- 
ed to the overthrow of the Englifh com- 
monwealth exift in that of France, 
and thet too ina greater degree. Thefe

“¢ Lycée, ou Cours de Littérature An- 
cienne et Moderne,” &c. The Lyceum, 
or Courfe of Ancient and Modern Lite. 
rature; by LAHARPE. 8 vols. 8vo. The 
Lyceum of Paris, foon after its eftablith- 
ment, acquired a confiderable degree of 


‘celebrity ; and in 1786, it was cultomary 


for all the handfome women of the ca- 
pital to attend the leétures read there. 
On this, ‘Laharpe, the profeffor of lite. 
rature, found it neceffary to extend his 
plan ; and thefe eight volumes, which are 
to be followed by four more, are the 
fruit of his labours. An argumentative 
hiftory of ali the works of genius and 
imagination, from the time of Homer to 
the prefent day, is, undoubtedly, one of 
the mott precious prefents that can be 
made by one of the moft diftinguihhed 
literary men of our age. 

This eftimi le work is divided into three 
parts. The firft contains the literature of 
the ancients ; the fecond that of the age 
of Louis XIV. ; and the third, which 
will be detailed in four additional vo- 
lumes, that of the prefent age. The 
introduction, confifting of fifty pages, 
exhibits many general ideas on the art 
of writing, on the advantages of that art, 
on the alliance between philofophy and 
the arts of imagination, and on the at- 
ceptation of the words taf and gemius. 
The author, who begins with the poe- 
try of the ancients, deems it neceffary to 
give an analyfis of the poetics of Ari- 
ftotle ; and the genius of that great maa 
is at once avenged for the filly panegy- 
rics of his blind enthufiafts, and the de- 
traétion of his abfurd enemies. The fe- 
cond chapter exhibits an analyfis of Lon- 
ginus’s trestife on the fublime. In the 
third, we are prefented with a compe 
rifon betwecn the French language 4° 
thofe of the ancients. On this occalion 


Laharpe maintains that the language 
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his native country is generally inferior to 
that of Rome, more efpecially in refpe& 
to poctry ; and he here takes occafion to 
defend his former opinion, that the clai- 
fics ought not to be tranflated into prote. 

He then applies himfelf to the confi- 
deration of epic poetry, and, after a:tack- 
ing the paradoxes of Lamotte, relative ro 
the Iliad, launches.forth into an evlogium 
onthat great work. He thinks, however, 
that the Odyffey exhibits manifcit igns 
of decline and decrepitude. 

Laharpe confiders the charaéter of the 
hero of the AEneid as tar too uniform, 
being deftitute of thofe paffions which, 
by animating the ep:popera, intereft the 
reader. He, however, gives due praife 
to the ftyle of Virgil, which he maintains 
ro be the diftinguifhing cihiara*teriftic of 
that poet, ‘* and at once the charm 
and the defpair of thote who cultivate 
poely.”” 

Silvius Italicus, Statins, Claudian,.Lu- 
can, &c. afterwards pals in review, and 
all their beauties and deteéts are carefully 
enumerated. 

A feries of refleétions on the genius of 
the Greek tragedy ferves as a critical in- 
troduction to the works of A®ichylus, 
Sophocles, and Euripides ; and, on this 
occafion, tne author will, probably, be 
confidered as rather partial to the French 
drama, which he affirms to be fuperior to 
that of Greece. The Romans are con- 
fidered as far inferior to both in tragedy ; 
and if we are to judge by the fpecimens 
handed down to us, we have no great oc- 
cafion to regret thofe that have been Init. 

After a variety of remarks on the 
comedy of tne ancients, we meet with 
en examination of the lyric poets, and 
are here reminded of the difference be- 
tween the odes which were fung, and 
thofe of the moderns which are re- 
cited. Horace is {aid to unite Anacreon 
and Pindar in his own perfon, atid La- 
harpe compares his Ode to Fortune with 
that of Rouffeau, on purpofe to thow 
rfnar a charming French ode has but 
‘ttie refemblance to a beautiful Latm 
Che, 

From the poets, Laharpe now turns to 
the orators, the hitorians, and the phi- 
‘olophers ; and the beauries and defects 
of Quratilian, Demofthenes, Cicero. Se- 
Reca.s the two Plinvs, Herodotus, Thue 
cvdides, Xenophon, Livy, Saliuit, Ta- 
rus, Quintius Curdus, Cornelius Nepos, 
“uctonius, and Plutarch, are carefully {e- 
‘ted and exhibited.

how abjeét! how impetuous! how pa- 
tient !—It is neceffary to admit that ‘two 
ciftinét clafles of men have exifted ; the 
one farting forththe gallant defenders of 
libertv, ready to dare everv thing, in- 
vincib’e, generovs—thefe were the peo- 
ple whe produced the 14th of July and the 
yoth of Auguft; the other fupple, ava- 
ricious, crucl, prompt to take advantaye 
ot the viétorics of the republicans, to at- 
tribute them to themfelves, to vaunt that 
they alone were pure, clear-fighted, and 
decided patriots, while the others were 
only ambitious of power and of wealth. 
The valorous republicans were fubjetted 
by thefe fycophants, who, although they 
concealed themfelves during the moments 
of danger, were always ready to come 
forward when they wifhed to precipitate 
the people into the commitfion of cries, 
and ccavertthem mtoexecutioners. Thus 
the gn!iant warriors, the induftrious runt 
tionaries, the honeft and excellent citizen; 
were deceived and abufed by demagoguts, 
who ouly 2fumed the language of hberty 
to render it odious and execrable. Net. 
withGanding their fuccefs, they will infa- 
libly appear horrible in the eyes of pofte- 
rity; but in order to judge how far they 
were guilty, let it be recoliected that the 
greater part of them obeyed only “ 
uggeltions and the gold of a foreign & 
vernment.

The greateft of ail 
miracles is the prefervation of this fuperb 
city. The plan of attack plotted at 
Veriailles, againft the national affembly 
and Paris, is One of the moft frizitful 
projects ever conceived by a perjured 
king and a depraved court. The capital 
itfelf was to have been facked, delivered 
up to pillage, and ics inhabitants reduced 
toone-third. A bloody detpotifm would 
have till hovered over its ruins; Dut the 
bravery of tie Parthans, their union, and 
the unexpected favour of fortune, made 
a homucidal court and king turn pale. He 
attached to his hat the ational cockade, 
that hignal of viétory and regeneration ; 
but it was with the fecret defign of tear- 
ing it to pteces by the aid of ail the neigh- 
buuring kings, to whom he would have 
delivered over the whole of France, pro- 
vided he could have retained his vaiers, 
his guards, his nobility, and his parlia- 
ment. The counter-revolution com- 
menced under his aulpices, from the very 
day that he returned to Verfalics with 
tue three-coloured cackade, which he had 
killed before the peenie at one of the 
windows of the Horel-de-ville. A!l that 
he did after this was done in hatred of the 
revolution, and the capture of the Bat- 
lle. Paris now became the theatre. to 
which all the a€tors of the different go- 
vernments repaired, to confummete the 
work of their hypoerily, Every day de- 
Veloped part of their plan; and it fs hi- 
fcry alone that can narrate under how 
many difyuifes the traitors of all kinds of 
al! ranks nave deceived or fatigued the 
republicans. The {nare was grofs, but che 
paihons were extreme, -and_the_ various 
literefts ingularly diverfified. The na- 
tural impetuofity of the French proved 
Kevice:ble to their enemies, and a Cer- 
tain degree of inconftancy misled them, 
Unknown to themfelves, and even induc- 
‘¢ them to purfue an end contrary to 
wnat they intended.”

&c. An Effay on tie Antiquities of the 
North, and the Northern Languages, by 
Charles Pougens, of the National Inftirute 
of Bol gna, &c. 2d Edition, augmented 
with a Notice of ihe principal Works on 
Religion, This effay is a fpecimen of a 
philofophical hiftory of the ancient and 
modern languages, which the author in. 
tends to publith, by way of an introduc. 
ton to an etymological NiGhonary of the 
French tongue, and which has occupied 
his attention during twenty years. Ia 
order to fuppor: his own opini ms, M. 
Pougens produces thofe of Goxhornius, 
Leibnirz, Hickefius, Ihre, and others, 
who had writcen on the ancient Jan. 
guages. He afferts with thefe, that it 
is from the Scythian tongue thac the 
various idioms ufed by the different na- 
tions of the Welt, from the remote pe- 
riuds to our own times, are derived; 
and he infers from this that an analogy, 
and a certain famz/y air, isto be difeo- 
vered among the diiferent languages now 
{poken. Pougens is at onc. an author, 
a bookfeller, and a printer in Paris.

The author has a hich opinion of this 
mode of inftruétion, which he juftifies by 
his own experience. Praéticable as it, 
however, may be in private inftruéction, 
it certainly never will fucceed in acade- 
mies and public f{chools, where children 
of different capacities are to be inftructed.

This elaborate work, 
from which we fhall make fome extracts 
in a future number of our magazine, af- 
tords ample information concerning the 
hittory of the country, as well as the 
Styrian literature, and is a honouradie 
proof of the great diligence with which 
the author has profecuted his invefi:ga- 
tions. 

“ Nachrichten und Bemerkungen uber 
den AlvierifchenStaat.” Altona,1798. 8vo, 
Account of, and Obtervations upon, the 
State of Algiers; with a Map and co- 
loured Plates. This claffical work con- 
tains a great deal of highiy interefting 
information, which is to be met with 
neither in Shaw, nor in the works of 
any other traveller who has vifited the 
African ftates. A tranflation of this va- 
luable work being in hand, we deem it 
fuperfluous to prove our opinion of its 
claflical merits by an analyfis of its con- 
tents, which would take up more room 
than we can fpare confiftently with the 
confined limits of our retrofpecé.

‘Troy, after Count Choifeul Gouffier and 
other Travellers ; together with a Trea- 
tife of Major Miiller of Gottingen, &c. 
&e. with Maps. Mr. Lenz has fur- 
nifhed the lovers of geography, in this 
work, witha collection of the mof im- 
portant inveftizations of the geographical 
fituation of a fpot which has been ren- 
dered famous ‘by one of the moft memora- 
ble events of antiquity. he locality of 
the [lias has been inveftigated of late by 
different literati. De Chevalier was the 
firft who fuccefsfully explered the fpor 
where Troy formerly flood. He had, at 
different times, inveftigated this coaft of 
Atia Minor, partly in company with 
Choifeul Gouffcr, and partly by him- 


felf, and made feveral important dific. 
veries. Urged by the repeated requefts 
of his friends at Edinburgh, he read hi 
defcription of the plain of Troy to ‘ 
fociety of arts and fciences of that place 
Profeffor Dalzel tranflated this detcrip. 
tion into the Englith language, and it was 
afterwards inferted into the Tranfaétions 
of the Society of Edinburgh. Prof. Dal- 
zel having communicated a copy of this 
defeription to Prof,’ Heyne, of Gottin. 
gen, the latter publithed, in the year 1792, 
a German tranflation of it, together with 
critical annotations, additions, and a ore- 
face.

But this is very 
imprcbable, as the folid manner in which 
the author reafons upon the objeéts of his 
obfervations, and the uncommonly cor- 
rect knowledge of that interefting city 
which he dilplays, evidently befpeak a 
long and intimate acquaintance with the 
fubjects upon which he treats. It appears, 
by fome paflages, that thefe letters were 
written already under the reign of the 
Jate king. They treat particularly upon 
the mode of life of the nobility of the {e- 
cond rate; efpectally upon the rage for 
gaming which prevails amongft them 
The author’s obfervations upon the me- 
dical club, the academics of arts and {ci- 
ences, the szedico-chirurgico college, and 
the veterinary academy, are deferving of 
being read. The account of the national 
theatre, and of the merits of the 2étors 
belonging to it, is compofed with f{cienti- 
fic tafte: the language is, indeed, not 
without defeéts ; however, the writer's 
pointed and judicious obfervations, and 
the feeling applications he makes of them, 
amply indemnify the reader for the few

inaccuracies of diétion which occafionally 
occur.

colours the fafhionable follies and Vices of 
Berlin. He lathes the prevailing corry 
tion with unmerciful feverity, exhibitin 
the rage for fafhion which prevails at 
Berlin, the popular amufements of jts jn- 
habitants, their addiétion to gaming, and 
many other objeéts: of cenfure.

plays an intimate knowledge of the pre- 
vaiing fpirit of the times, and exerts him- 
felf chicfly to expofe its dangerous influ.

The moft beautiful pictures, which 
betray a confiderable fhare of pfycholo- 
gical acutenefs, a high degree of fenfibi- 
lity, and a quick fufceptibility of the 
beauties of nature, are fuperferibed 
Gardens and tombs.

Compen- 
dium of Ancient H:ftory, from the Cre- 
atton of the World to the great Migra- 
tion of Nations, &c. &c. The good inten- 
tion of the author deferves more praife than 
the manner in which he has executed his 
talk; his compendium being in no degree 
fuperior to the numerous publications of 
that clafs which are annually publithed in 
Germany. 

““ Freyheit der Franken, Adel, &c.” 
&e. Von C.Mannert. Altdorf, 1799. 
pp. 363; 8vo. French Liberty; Nobi- 
lity ; Slavery; Examination of a Pert of 
the Ancient German Conftitution. Pro- 
feffor MANNERT relates under this af- 
feéted title the hiftory of the monarchy 
of the Francs, from the times of Mcroe 
veus to thofe of Charles the great, 1 or- 
der to deduce therefrom the lofs of the 
ancient Franconian liberty, the origin of 
nobility and bondage. We do not reccl- 
leét anv German hiftorian who hes treat- 
ed upon thefe fubjeéts with fuch ener- 
getic brevity, and reprefented them with 
an equal degree of acutenefs and truth. ;

Von L. WESTENRIEDER. Munich, 
1793. pp. 208; &vo. A Sketch of the Hi- 
tory of Germany. This hiftorical fkerch 
of the celebrated Mr. Weftenrieder 1s 
entirely calcula‘ed to fupply the wants 
of Bavaria; and the mavuner in which he 
has executed it clearly fhows that he 1s 
perfectly acquainted with the requifites 
of a good national hiftory. He makes the 
juf obfervation, that the hiftorian ought 
to confider the princes and their minifters 


as phyficians of their people, and the ,* 
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rer as thelr patients; and, confequently, 
so conclude from the health and well-being 
of the latter upon the wifdom and well- 
regulated aétivity of the former. He ftates 
feveralt more points of view which the 
hiftorian conftantly mu&t keep ia fight, 
and which will enable him to render his 
inveltig wt10125 particularly interefting and 
nfeful. He defires, for inftance, that hi- 
ftory thould be coafidered as a drama, in- 
timately conneéted in ail its parts, in or- 
der to fhow how and by what means 
the whole machinery was put in motion 
and regulated in its principal movements. 
It then will be obvious, adds he, that 
many concerns, now {fcarcely glanced at, 
are objccts which are deferving of being 
attended to with peculiar care by princes 
and governments; that it is more meri- 
torious to confine luxury in proper limits 
than toinvent new taxes; that exterii- 
nating the feeds of vice, hy eftabliti- 
ing yood fchools and diffeminating u‘e- 
ful knowledge among the lower claffes, 
contributes more to diminifh tlie num- 
ber of criminals than the ereéticn of 
the beft reZzulated houfes of correétion, 
&c. &c.

1799; pp. 260: 8vo. Patriotic Reading. 
book, for the Ufe of Courtry and Mil:- 
tarv Schools. -Writing the hiftory of 
our country, forthe inftruction of vouth, 
is a highly ufeful undertaking, the bene- 
ficial confequences of which are the more 
important, the more the wants of the 
ftate require that its citizens thould ob- 
taina certain peculiar difpofition of mind, 
and be properly inftructed in every thing 
that can contribute to promote it. Ir is 
generally known that this is the cafe in 
Pruffia. That |.ingdom has obtained, by 
the national {pirte which enimates its in- 
habitants, a rank to which it was not en- 
titled by the extent of the territory over 
which its monarch rules. “Fiat. {pirir is 
entirely of a military mature. For this 
reaion it is particularly nece{fary that an 
early attention fhould be paid to this point 
in the hiftorical inftru€tion which that 
lai; of people receives of whom the ar- 
mies chiefly conift.

“Neues Militarifches Journal,’’ &c. 
&c. 17993 Svo. New Military Journal; 
or, Military Memoirs of our Times. A 
new periodical work, which dittingutthes 
itfelf in a very honousable manner from 
the reft of its numerous brethren, as well 
by the importance of its tendency as by 
the intriniic value of the major part of its 
contents, and the fyftematic form of in- 
quiry which characterifes it. The au- 
thors propofe; firtt, to fhow in what 
manner the prefent war againft the 
French Republic has been carried on hi- 
therto; and, confequently, to give ra- 
ther a hiftory of the modern military art 
than of the events of eur times: and, fe- 
condly, to draw a faithful piéture of the 
point of view in which their cotempo- 
riries have regarded the principal occur- 
rences of the prefent war, engaging them- 
felves, at the fame time, to correét all 
pariial reprefentations of faéts. They in- 
tended to render that part, in which they 
treat on the hiftory of the military art, 
itil more inftruétive, by drawing a faith- 
tul picture of its ftate in’ former cimes, 
of which they give a very favourable 
ipecimen in their obfervations on° the 
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memorable epocha of Guftavus Ado} 
the celebrated king of Sweden. Hayin 
arefully perufed the numbers which 
alrcadv have been pubiifhed, we can re. 
commend this journal to the officers of 
the Britith army, as a work which wij] 
afford them more than common intereft, 
and furnith them with a confiderable ftore 
of highly ufeful information. By recom. 
mending it to the perufal of military men, 
we do, however, not mean to infer that 
it has no connor invereft ; we rather feel 
ourielves compelled by juttice to confefs 
that it affords a confiderable mafs of mat- 
ter of general inftruction and intereft, 
The obtervations of the authors on the 
campaign in tie year 1794, In which the 
Duke of York and the Britith troops aét- 
eft a confpicuous part, will be found par- 
ticularly interciting,

An Epitome of Univerfa! Hifory, equal 
ly adapted for Inftruction and Amufe- 
ment. Llaving already fated our opint- 
cn of the merits of this work in our re- 
trofpeé*, pubithed in January 1799, we 
beg leave to refer tothe fame. The pre- 
fent third volume begins the fourth book 
with the hiftory of Alexander the Great, 
and concludes with that of Augufus, 
which, however, is left unfinifued. We 
only choofe to obferve, that Mr. Galetti 
has made a good felection, and chofen 
eminent guides. His ftyle continues to 
be eafy and pleafing, and his remarks on 
memorabie perfons ard events are {tated 
with fairne{s and juftice. We have rea- 
fon to think that this continuation of his 
work will prove very acceptable to the 
lovers of hiftory. 

“ Der Hiftoriker,” &c. &c. 1793. The 
Hiftorian; or, a compendious Collection 
of the moft remarkable Hittorical Sub- 
jets. This work, which is to be con 
tinued annually, is written in a plain 
and lucid ftyle, ard contains a great va~ 
riety of interefting and inftruétive matter, 
jnter{perfed with many judicious obler- 
vations of general utility.

many. ‘The predent work of Dr. Maier 
is defigned to exhibit a picture of the firft 
period of the German hiftory, of its an- 
cient conftitution, which leads us to hope 
that we have to expect a new hittory of 
the whole German empire, Although 
Schmid and Herurich have alveady treated 
very ably upon this difficult fubjeét, yet 
this field of hiftory ftill is capable of fo 
much improvement, that a work like 
the prefent cannot but be highly accepr- 
able to the hiftorian, efpecially if the 
learned author would beftow a little more 
care upon his ftyle in a future continua- 
tion, and diveft it of thofe rhetorical 
flowers which are beneath the dignity of 
the grave hiftoric mufe. 

** Hiftorifh-mahlerifche, Darftellungen 
aus Bohmen,” von A. G. MEIssNER, 
1795. pp. 267. 4to. Hiftorico-pictu- 
re(que Defcriptions of Bohemian Caftles; 
with 14 coloured plates. Mr. Mciffner, 
whofe name is already honourably known 
in this country by his Alcibtades and Bi. 
anca Capello, furnifhes us in this. work 
with feveral fpecimens of an animated, 
interefting, and inftraétive reprefenta- 
tion of the hiftory and the traditions of 
the middle age. We hope and with, for 
the fake of returning good tafte, that 
this work, which is to confit of five or fix 
volumes, may meet with the fupport 
Which it merits. Deferving as the lite- 
Yary part of this work is of applavfe, we 
can beftow no degree of praife upon the 
engravings, which moftly do not rife above 
mediocrity.

The 
author was requefted to read the lectures 
which he communicated in the two num- 
bers before us, and deferves praife for 
having exerted himfelf to reftore, by gen- 
tle perfuafion and prudent advice, order, 
peace, and concord, which had been di- 
iturbed by the violent and fanguinary con- 
Vulfions of the revolution of his native 
Country. Having premifed fome gene- 
ral obfervations on revolucions, Mr. Bra- 
™Mlexpounds, in the firft leéture, the prin- 
“ples of lawful liberty and equality, cau-

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tioning his fellow- citizens againft the 
dangerous abufe of the rights of men, of 
the neglect of civic duties, and ayaing 
anarchic licentioufnefs, by which whole 
nations have been ruined, and 
the ideas of legal property, a: 
and duties arifing from the pofflions of 
individuals—In the fecord lefture, he 
takes Up again the thread of the latter 
fubje&, proving the inviolability of pro- 
perty according to the principles of the 
natural and pofitive legality of ancient 
compacts, &c. &c.—The third lefture 
refers direétly to the new Swifs confitu- 
tlon, treating upon the uniry and indivie 
fibility of the Helvetic republic, as efta- 
blithed by it. He animadverts on this 
occafion on the oppofition which is made 
by fome cantons to this new order of 
things, and points out by what means 
this difference of opinions may be recon. 
ciled. Amongft others, he recommends 
for that purpofe a more general diffufion 
of popular and literary culture, rational 
and prudent religious iliuminaiion, &e. &e. 
The fourth leéture expounds the princi- 
ples which a lawgiver, on framing a new 
conftitucion, has to obdferve with regard 
to thofe points which were authorifed by 
the former order of things, &c. &c. We 
muft here conclude our account of thefe 
interefling leétures, which breathe a 
truly philofophic fpirit of moderation.

The author of this well-di- 
gefed effay proves that he is no novice 
in the (cience of political economy, and 
deferves the thanks of thofe countries for 
which he has writter, where his plan, if 
cautioufly «xecuted, may eifentially con- 
tribute to counteract the lamentable ef- 
feéts of the afflicting diftrels. to which 
the countries on the Rhine, efpecially 
Heife. Darmfladt, to which his eflay par- 
ticular.y applies, have been reduced by 
the prezent janguinary conteft of the bei- 
ligerent powers. 

“ Das Wohl des Staats, gebaut auf 
Zwietracht,' von Prof. SCHUMMEL; 
Berlin, 1798. pp.: 54. 8vo. The Pro- 
{fperiry of the State founded upon Dii- 
cord. Kawnv’s motto’ * Man withes for 
concord ; but Nature knows better what 
is good fur him; producing difcord,’” ex- 
aved the author’s attention, and occa- 
foned him to write the prefent effay on 
that fyitem. ce calls two groupes into 
the field. The fir of thefe grounes 
confiits of con:tituted authorities, coun- 
teracting each other, and being repre 
fented as five petivs of combatants: the 
department of foreign affairs, as acting in 
oppofition to that of military affairs; cri- 
minal police: agaihfl criminal- juftice ; 
civil police againit civil juftice; the col- 
lege ot health againft the c lege of phy- 
fictans ; the’ police of induftry againft the 
department of fhnance.—The fecon 
groupe reprefents difcord between go- 
vermrent and its authoritics on one part, 
and the nation on the other.

great deal to promote the profperity of 
whole countries, and eftablifh the real hap- 
pinets of the people as well as of their rule 
ers. The fubjeéts of thefe truths are: ra-

The promotion of pure mo- 
rality is the principal objeét of his event- 
ful compofition, and he deferves the gra- 
titude of his cotemporaries for having 
exerted his talents with more than com- 
mon affiduity for the promotion of civic 
and domeftic virrue. We muft, how- 
ever, obferve, that he is ratuer too fe- 
rious for our frivolous age, and undoub:- 
edly would have been more fuccefsful in 
his endeavours if he had treated his fub- 
ject in a more generally pleafing manner.

The 
eight little tales compiled in this volume 
feem to be tranflaticns from the French, 
as not only the fcene of them lies in 
France, but alfo a number of Gallicifms 
occur.

is taken from Lafontaine’s Clara Duplef- 
fis. The furious and haughty vicomte 
Dupleffis is introduced under the name of 
Count Synau. Lafontaine’s Clairant ap- 
pears under the name of Charles Lunaw. 
His uncle, a captain Lunay, is fubftituted 
for the prior. Clara is here, as well as 
in Lafontaine’s novel, the moft romantic 
character, The piece contains paflages 
which paint the paffions with uncommon 
energy, and creates increafing intereft by 
the truth and power of many highly in- 
terelting {cenes.

The laft excel- 
lent works of the late learned Prefident 
de Brofles was a reftoration and French 
tran ‘lation of Salluit’s loft ** Hiftoria Re- 
mana,’ comprifing the hiftory of the Ro- 
man republic, in 5 books. De Broffes un- 
dertook the laborious tafk of colle&ting the 
fragments of this work from the ancient 
grammarians, and at la(t faw his diligence 
rewarded by a colleétion of mere than 
feven hundred fragments, which he com- 
bined with fo much judgment and ability, 
as to produce a beautiful whole, graced 
with the genuine fpirit and energy of the 
noble Ruman. The work was publifhed 
1777, at Dijon, in three quartos, under 
the title “ Hiftoire de la Republique 
Romaine dans !e Cours du VI Ime Siecle, 
par Sallufle, &c.” Mr. Schluter, a lite- 
rary gentleman of great talents and ac. 
tivity, who already is known by an ex- 
cellent German tranflation of Salluft, in- 
tends to render Broffe’s work, which is 
extremely fcarce in Germany, more ge- 
nerafly known by a tranflation, and offers 
here a fpecimen which exhibits a cote 
copy of the dignified ftyle of the Roman 
hiftorian. :

The ftru€ture of the great ma 
chine of the univerle is fo complicated, 
the motion and the connexion of its nu- 
merous wheels are fo various and jntri- 
cate, that it is no matter of aftonifhment 
that the human mind did not always 
proceed fyftematically in enquiring into 
this machine. All aftronomical argu- 
ments being, befides, founded upon obfer- 
vations, which can not be reprefented 
without the aid of a compleat knowledge 
of the truths founded thereon, a ftridily 
fyftematical expofition of atironcmy can- 
not poffibly be given for that very reaton. 

A compleat fytiem of afironomy is 
therefore ftill a pium defderinm which 
only, aiter repeated attempts, can by ce- 
grecs be brought nearer towards ace 
complifhment. The author of the pre- 
fent work medeftly announces his able 
performance as fuch an attempt, in which 
a seometer like Mrs Schubert, couid not 
but be fuccefsiul. ‘The effential plan of 
this work tends to expound the principles 
of af'ronomy in the order and connexion 
in which they were invented, and to render 
them {fo peripicuous and compleat, that 
readers who are totai ftrangers to attro~ 
nomy, ina fhort time may obtain by ita

This we, in common with others, have contentedly 
borne, as a deduéiion from ufual profits, to which it was cur duty in fame 
meufure to fubmit ; but the late enormous advance of paper, amoynting to 
full 40 per cent of the prise, has brought on a crifis in the bufinefs of a pub- 
lifher ; and it is now become abfolutely neceffary to - upon the public for 
their affifance in bearing the Lurd.n. 

Weare further to obferve, that the Periodical Publications of this country 
have long been ihe cheape/t works iffuing from the prefs, in proportion to the 
quantity of their matter; far exceeding in this point even the Fournah of 


foreign countries, where the expences attending them are fo much lefs. 


With rejpeét to the relative value of cur matter, it does not become us to 
be the eftimators-either of cur cwn, or of other productions. We may, how- 
ever, be permitted to fay, that confcious as we are of [paring no coft in pri- 
curing many of cur materials, and of receiving the voluntary favours of many 
excellent Corre{pondenis, we fhould be unreafonably diffident, did we not
